THE HOUSE ORGANIZED WITH RE- 
PUBLICAN OFFIVERS. 

ALL THE CAUCUS NOMINEES ELECTED—uMR. 
KEIFER’S ADDRES3, ON ASSUMING THE 
DUTIES OF SPEAKER—OBJECTIONS TO 
THE SWEARING IN OF SEVERAL MEM- 
BERS—A LUDICROUS SPEECH BY A NEW 
MEMBER. 


Wasninoton, Dec, 5.—The organization 
of the Forty-seventh Congress to-day was at- 
tended by the usual scenes of bustle and ex- 
citement at the Capitol. Long before the hour 
appointed for the assembling of the two bodies 
crowds of people thronged the corridors and 
the galleries were filled to overflowing before 
ll o’clock, The House was the principal point 
of attraction, and before that body was ealled 
to order by the Clerk the galleries and corri- 
dors were filled toan uncomfortable degree. 
The members-elect were in their places at 
an early hour, and when the Clerk rapped 


for order every member, with two or three 


exceptions, was prepared to answer to his 
mame. As soon as the roll had been called, 
Mr. Robeson moved to proceed to the election 
of a Speaker, and this being agreed to, Mr. 
Keifer was nominated on the part of the Re- 
publicans, Mr. Randall on the part of the 
Democrats, and Mr. Ford on the part of the 
Greenbackers. The bailoting was at once 
proceeded with. Mr, Keifer received 148 


votes, Mr, Randall 129,and Mr. Ford8. The 
two Readjusters and Mr. Smith, of New- 


York, united with the Republicans in 
voting for Mr. Keifer. The Clerk announced 
that Mr. Keifer had received a majority of 
ail the votes castand was elected Speaker, and 


he appointed Messrs. Randall and Hiscock to 


escort the Speaker-elect to the chair. During 
the balloting Mr. Keifer occupied a seat in the 
rear of the row of benches on the Republican 
side of the House, and was flanked on the right 
end left by Messrs, Hiscock and Starin, of 
New-York. He was escorted down the main 
eisle to the Speaker’s chair by the gentlemen 
appointed by the Clerk to perform that duty, 
and as he passed along, was greeted with ap- 
plause. Qn assuming the chair, Mr. Keifer 
epoke as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE HovsE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 
J thank you with a heart filled with gratitude for 
the distingujshed honor conferred on me by an 
election as your Speaker. I will assume the pow- 
ers of this high office with, I trust, a due share of 
difidence and distrust of my own ability to meet 
them acceptably to you and to the country. 
1 believe that you, as a body and individually, 
will give me hearty support in the discharge of my 
duties. I promise to devote myself faithfully and 
essiduousiy to the work before me. I invoke your 
and the country’s charitable judgment on all my 
ofiicial acts. I will strive to be just to all, regard- 
less of party or section. Where party principle is 
invoived I wiil be found to be a Republican, but in 
fli other respects I hope to be able to act free 
trom party bias. It is a singular fact that 
at this most prosperous time in our WNa- 
tion’s history no party in either branch of 
Congress has an absolute majority over all other 
paruies, and it is, therefore, peculiarly fortunate 
that at no other time since, and for many years 
srior to, the accession of Abraham Lincoln to the 
Sxecutive chair has there been so few unsettled vi- 
tal questions of a national characterin relation to 
which party lines have been so closely drawn. The 
national proserity of the people is in advance of 
nuy other period in the history of our Government, 
The violence of party spirit has materially subsid- 
ed, andin great measure ceased. Many of the 
reasons for its existence are gone. While the 
universal tendency of the people is to 
sustain and continue to build upan unparalleled 
prosperity, it should be our highest aim to perma- 
oently promote and not cripple it. This Congress 
should be, and I profoundly hope it will be, marked 
peculiarly asa business Congress. It may be true 
that additional laws are yet. necessary to give to 
every citizen complete protection in the exercise 
of all political rights. With evenly balanced party 
power, with few grounds for party strife, and with 
no impending Presidential election to distract 
us from purely legislative duties, I venture 
to suggest that the present is an auspicious time to 
enact laws to guard against the recurrence of dan- 
zers to our institutions and to insure tranquillity at 
perilous times in the future. Again thanking you 
for the honor conferred, and again invoking your 
nid and generous judgment, I am ready to take the 
oath prescribed by law and the Constitution, and 
forthwith proceed with my best ability, guided by 
® sincere and honest purpose, to discharge the du- 
ties belonging to the office with which you have 
clothed me, [Applause.] 

After the oath had been administered to the 
Speaker, the members-elect were called up 
end sworn. Objections were made to the 
swearing in of several members whose seats 
were contested, and they were compelled to 
stand aside. Objection was first made to Mr. 
Wheeler, of Alabama, whose seat is contested 
by Mr. Lowe, Greenbacker. Mr. Randall 
raised the point that the member whose name 
was on the roll could not be compelled to 
?tand aside, but Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, 
guoted from decisions of Mr. Randall 
when Speaker to show that the practice had 
been to require a member to whom objection 
was made to stand aside until members to 
whom no objections were offered were sworn. 
This argument was an effectual answer to Mr. 
Randall, and the members who were objected 
to were required to stand aside. Objections 
were also made to Messrs. Fing, of Louisiana; 
Chalmers, of Mississippi, and several others. 
fir. Moore, of Tennessee, objected to Mr. 
Chalmers in a speech that excited considerable 

nerriment at the expense of the Tennessee 
member. Mr. Moore is a new member, and 
evidently labors under the impression that he 
is at_once to take a leading place in na- 
tional affairs. He was dressed to-day with 
scrupulous care, and had his gold-rimmed eye- 
glasses conspicuously fastened on the outside 
of his neatly fitting frock-coat. When Mr. 
Chalmers’s name was called, Mr. Moore moved 
to the second row of seats, and, striking a 
dramatic attitude, proceeded to object td the 
swearing inof Mr. Chalmers in the name of 
humanity, in the name of civilization in the 
nineteenth century, and in the name of the 
American people, The spread-eagle style of 
Mr. Moore was very ludicrous, and caused 
considerable merriment among the mem- 
bers and in the galleries, which was 
increased when Gen. Bragg, of Wiscon- 
sin, imitating Mr. Moore’s style and man- 
ner, objected to that gentleman being sworn. 
The objection urged to the several members 
was foolish, for the reason that in every in- 
stance the regular credentials from the State 
authorities were presented, and a prima facie 
right established. At least three hours were 
uselessly consumed in listening to objections 
in these cases, 

After all the objected cases had been dis- 
posed of, the House proceeded to elect a Clerk. 
Considerable interest was manifested in the 
election of this officer, because of the threat of 
certain Pennsylvania members not to vote for 
Mr. McPherson. The roll-call, however, re- 
vealed the fact that these gentlemen had 
been led to perceive the folly of the 
course they had marked out for them- 
relves and their votes were found recorded for 
the Repubhcan nominee, who was elected by 
the same vote that elected the Speaker. The 
other officers nominated by the Republiean 
caucus were duly elected and installed, and 
after appointing a committee to act with a 
simiiar committee on the part of the Senate, 
toinform the President that the two houses 
were ready to proceed to business, the House 
adjourned until to-morrow.

THE POTOMAC FLATS NUISANCE. 
Wasuincton, Dec. 5.—The citizens of 
Vashington have promptly renewed their 
efforts, hitherto ineffectual, to induce Congress 
to remove the sources of disease which ure 80 
widely known as the Potomac flats or marshes. 
The Executive Committee of the Committee of 
One Hundred, an organization of citizens 
formed for the purpose of urging improve- 
ments of this kind, has already held a meeting 


and appointed a sub-committee to co-operate 
with the Senate committee, which has been 
instructed to investigate the condition of the 
river front and report plans for its improve- 
ment. A sut-committee was also appoint- 
ed to take charge of the presentation 
to Congress of all matters relating to the water 
supply of the District. Walter LD. Davidge, of 


counsel for the Government in the trial of H 


Guitean, has been elected Chairman of the 
Cemmittee of One Hundred, in place of the 
late Mr. Gaorwe W. Riggs. Mr. W. W. Cor- 
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coran is the Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Notwithstanding the character of this 
committee and the influence of its members, 
it was unable, even with the co-operation of 
the President, to secure any appropriation for 
the flats from the last Congress. ‘lhe commit- 
tee may be successful this time.

A FLOOD OF BILLS IN THE SENATE, 
ENOUGH MATERIAL TO OCCUPY THE ENTIRE 
SESSION—SOME OF THE MORE IMPOR- 
TANT BILLS. 


Wasurnaton, Dec. 5.—Nearly all of the 
Senators were in their seats this noon, and the 
session began very quietly. Bouquets had 
been placed on the desks of several Senators, 
and among those who were remembered in this 
way were President Davis, Mr. Hill, of Colo- 
rado; Mr. Lapham, and Mr. Ransom. There 
are now in the Senate two gentlemen who bear 
the name of Davis, two Cumerons, two who 


bear the name of Hill, two named Jones, and 


two who bear the name of Miller. All of 
these were present, except Mr. Jones, of Ne- 
vada. The operations which have been per- 
formed on Mr. Hill, of Georgia, have so af- 


fected his vocal organs that he does not speak 


distinctly. Mr. Windom was sworn in, and 
he seemed very glad to get back into the Sen- 
ate after his short but eventful peried of ser- 
vice as Secretary of the Treasury. Mr. Blaine 


and Mr, Kirkwood have not been so fortunate, 


After the usual formalities had been ob- 


served, a flood of petitions and bills rolled in. 
In a short time there were on the table await- 
ing consideration by committees a suflicient 
number of important measures to occupy 


the Senate throughout the whole ses- 


sion. The important bills which failed 


to become laws at the last _ session 
were introduced. Mr. Beck brought forward 
his bills for the removal of disabilities imposed 
by the fourteenth amendment, for free ships, 
for the payment of Customs duties in legal-ten- 
der notes, and for the retirement of the trade 
dollar. Mr. Saunders produced kis bill for the 
establishment of the Territory of Pembina, 
and Mr. Coke renewed the bill for the allot- 
ment of lands in severalty to Indians, which 
was the subject of a tedious debate last session. 
Mr. Morrill and Mr. Garland introduced bilis 
for the appointment of a tariff commission, 
and Mr. Hale revived Mr. Blaine’s resolution 
for the appointment of seven Senators to take 
into consideration metbods of voting and 
counting the votes cast for President and Vice- 
President. Messrs. Hoar and Logan directed 
his attention to the fact that this subject had 
been intrusted to a standing committee of the 
Senate, but Mr. Garland approved the sug- 
gestion that a special committee shonld be 
created. Mr. Frye put in two bills relating to 
the Geneva award. Mr. Logan renewed his 
bill for placing Gen. Grant on the retired list 
of the Army, and Mr. Vest introduced a bill for 
the improvement of the Mississippi River. Mr. 
Voorhees brought up, once more, the bill for the 
erection of anew building for the Congressional 
Library, which passed the Senate at the Jast 
session and was not reached in the House. Mr. 
Ferry introduced a resolution intended to se- 
cure protection for innocent users of patented 
articles against oppressive suits for infringe- 
ment, and this revived a subject which has 
been debated at length. Mr. Morgan decided 
to make one more effort to secure the restora- 
tion of the Japanese indemnity fund, and Mr. 
Morrill introduced the bill for the establish- 
ment of a national educational tund. Two 
bills relating to the Ute Indians were presented, 
and Messrs. Grover and Miller in the same 
way brought the subject of Chinese immigra- 
tion before the Senate. Mr. Sherman intro- 
duced a bill providing for the issuing of $300,- 
000,000 worth of 3 per cent., bonds. 

Among the new bills was one from Mr. Win- 
dom for the incorporation of the Garfield Me- 
morial Hospital, one from Mr. Lapham for the 
a per of attempts to take the life of the 

resident of the United States, and one from 
Mr. Maxey ratifying the decision of the Chero- 
kee Council, by which right of way in the In- 
dian Territory was granted to the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railroad Company. Many 
old private claims were brought to life and re- 
ferred. Mr. Sherman introduced a resolution 
appointing a committee to report ‘* by what 
token of respect and affection it may be proper 
for the Congress of the United States to ex- 
press the deep sensibility of the Nation 
on the event of the decease of the late 
President.’? Some dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed because of the long delay in the 
publication of Commissioner Le Duc’s agricul- 
tural report, and Mr. Anthony explained that 
there was an issue of veracity between Mr. Le 
Duc and the Public Printer about the prepara- 
tion of the manuseript. The late Commis- 
sioner had asserted that the manuscript had 
been delivered at the printing-office, and the 
Public Printer had declared it had not been 
received. Mr. Maxey informed the Senate 
that the peopie of Texas, from one end of the 
— to the other, are eagerly asking for the 

ook. 

At1:10 P. M.a recess was taken to await 
the arrival of communications from the Presi- 
dent. At3:35 P. M. the session was resumed. 
No Executive communication had been re- 
ceived. Mr. Edmunds offered a resolution 
continuing the committees as they existed at 
the close of tie last session. To this Mr. Pugh 
offered an amendment authorizing President 
Davis to decide whether the committees shail 
be equally or otherwise divided between the 
two political parties. The resolution and 
amendment went over until to-morrow. The 
Senate then adjourned. 

The following is the text of Mr. Sherman’s 
bond bill: 


Section 1. That the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to receive at the Treasury and 
at the office of any Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States, lawful money of the United States 
to the amount of $50, or any multiple of that 
sum, and to issue in exchunge therefor an 
equal amount of registered or coupon bonds 
of the United States of the denomination of 
$50, $100, $500, $1,000, and $10,000. of such 
form as he may prescribe, bearing interest at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, payable quarterly or 
semi-annually at the Treasury of the United States. 
Such bonds shail be exempt from all taxation by 
or under State authority, and be payable at 
the pleasure of the United States after 
Jan, 1, 1887, the order of their pay- 
ment to be determined by law, or, in the ab- 
sence of such legislation, by rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The money deposited under this act shall be 
promptly applied solely tothe redemption of the 
bonds of the United States bearing 344 per cent. 
interest, and the aggregate amount of deposits 
under this act shall not exceed the sum of $300,-

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WasHINGTON, Dec. 5, 1881. 

During the week ending Dec. 8, 581,500 
standard silver dollars were put into circula- 
tion, against 352,499 for the corresponding 
week in 1880. 

Treasurer Gilfillan to-day informed a corre- 
spondent in Catahoula Parish, La., who had 
applied to him for information on the subject 


of Confederate notes, that the Government 
has never made an offer for such currency 
and does not desire any. 


The United States Consul at Panama writes 
to the Department of State that he would rec- 


ommend that all vessels from this country ‘to 
that port should ship, if possible, colored crews. 
He says yellow fever is now epidemic in 
the colony, and a great many white seamen 
are falling victims to it, but that colored crews 
do not appear to be affected. 


Judge Lawrence, First Controller of the 
Treasury, has decided that the employes of 


the Government Printing-office are entitled to 
compensation during the time that work was 
stopped on account of the President’s death, 
but not to compensation for the stoppage of 
work on Sept. 26, the day of humiliation and 
prayer, as the work was then stopped by com- 
mon consent. Under this decision the em- 

loyes are entitled tofourand a half days’ 
Sack pay. 


Nothing can be learned with certainty to- 
night coneerning the Chairmanships of the 


various committees of the House. The im- 
pression prevails, however, that Judge Kelley, 
of Pennsylvania, will be appointed Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee; Mr. His- 
cock, Chairman of the Committee on Appro- 
priations; Mr. Kasson, Che:rmar of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs ; Mr. Robeson, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Affairs, and 
either Mr. Crapo. of Masgachusets, or Mr, 


Townsend, of Ohio, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency. Mr. Dunnell is 
mentioned as the probable Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Lands, 


The Republican Senators, soon after tee ade 
journment of the Senate this afternoon, held a 


caucus, at which it was unanimously agreed to 
stand by Mr. Edmunds’s resolution providing 
for continuing the Senate committees as they 
existed during the last session. It was pointed 
out that Mr. Pugh’s amendment, proposing to 
confer authority upon the President of the 
Sevate to divide the committees equal- 
ly between the two political parties, 
cannot be yor ng even if Judge 
Davis should be willing to vote upon the ques- 
tion and vote affirmatively, for the Repub- 
licans, reinforced by Senator Mahone, can 
cast 38 votes against it, and the Democrats 
will have only 38 if the President of the Sen- 
ate votes with them. Confidence was also ex- 
pressed that Judge Davis will not vote against 
the adoption ot the Edmunds resolution, and 
unless he so votes, or unless the Democrats 
prevent action upon it by dilatory proceed- 
ings, it will be adopted. 

Sefior Martinez, the Chilian Minister here, 
received to-day a dispatch from Sefior Vicuna, 
Secretary of the Chilian Legation at Paris, 
calling his attention to a paragraph published 
in the London » tandard on Dee, 1, and repub- 
lished in the United States on the following 
day, in which Secretary Vicuna is reported to 
havesaid that the Chilians had ‘‘suppressed Cal- 
deron’s Government,to which the United States 
had extended special patronage.’ Secretary 
Vicuna asserts that he said nothing whatever 
about the patronage of the United States and 
intimates that the Standard purposely mis- 
quoted him or put words in his mouth which 
he never used. He also declares that his lan- 
guage in the correspondence alluded to by the 
Standard was most respectful toward the 
United States. Sefor Martinez believes that 
tke circulation in England and the United 
States of the expression, erroneously attribut- 
ed to Sefior Vicuna, was promoted by per- 
sons who desire to create a prejudice in both 
countries against Chili and thus unsettle the 


present friendly relations between Chili and 
the United States.

JAY GOULD IN BOSTON. 


THE NEW-YORK AND NEW-ENGLAND MEET- 
ING TO-DAY-—-THE ELECTION AND THE 
PLANS. 


Boston, Dec. 5.—Jay Gould and _ his par- 
ty, who left New-York this morning, arrived 
here in a special car, over the New-York and 
New-England Road, late this afternoon, and 
will be present to-morrow at the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders, to carry out their 
plans already foreshadowed. The party con- 
sists of the following gentlemen: Jay Gould, 
Russell Sage, Cyrus W. Field, Edward 
M. Field, Legrand 3B. Cannon, John 
H. Hall, Gen. Benjamin H. Bristow, 
George P. Scott, R. Suydam Grant, 
E. R. Bacon, Chester Griswold, and F. J. 


Kingsbury. The party came over the entire 
line of the road, by way of Brewsters, and 
was accompanied by Gen. Wilson, the present 
President of the company, who went on last 
night to meet it. On their arrival the visitors 
went directly to the Hotel Brunswick, and, 
atter dising, were met by several gentle- 
men of the present oard of Direct- 
ors and officers of the road. As to 
their plans they are very reticent. 
Mr. Gould was sphinx-like, as usual, and the 
other gentlemen, while some of them talked 
with freedom of their estimation of the value 
of the line and its immediate prospects, care- 
fully avoided the discussion of plans in detail 
or reference to their ticket for Directors at to- 
morrow’s meeting. It was indicated, however, 
that the present administration will not be 
changed at present—at least in any important 
particular—and that the best-known names in 
the New-York party will be on the ticket for 
Directors representing the new majority in- 
terest. The Erie and the Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral will each have a representative in the new 
directory. 

During the day there was a great deal of 
speculation on the street concerning to-mor- 
row’s ticket, and one slate, regarded as the 
favorite with some, included the names of 
Gould, Dillon, Field, Fred L, Ames, and Henry 
L. Higginson, of the New-York party. Messrs. 
Cannon, Grant, and Kingsbury are members 
of the present directory. As to plans, the 
statements that the road, at the earliest 
practicable moment, will be double-tracked 
with steel rails its entire length, and 
that connection with the New-York system of 
elevated railroads, practically giving the road 
a down-town terminus, will be made, were re- 
peated. It was aiso indicated that the diver- 
tive point to the New-York City line would 
probabiy be Dambury, Conn. The largest 
change of Burdett bonds has been made since 
Sept. 30, the date down to which thestatement 
in the Directors’ annual report is brought. 
At that time the stock, including the State's 
holding of about 30,000, amounted to 71,460 
shares. Since then up to the time of the clos- 
ing of the stock books Nev. 22 the number of 
shares increased to 107,500, more than half of 
the bonds having been changed into stock. In 
former years the stock held by the State con- 
trolled the elections, but now it represents only 
about a third of the stock. 

Itis expected that the State will aiso have 
one representative in the new board. It is be- 
lieved that the strongest influences in the pres- 
ent management of the road are in sympathy 
with the New-York combination, and a har- 
monious meeting is anticipated.

THE OLEVELAND BANKER’S BONDS. 


A DETECTIVE WORKING ON THE CASK—MR. 
EELL’S EXPECTATIONS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 5.—Allan Pinkerton, 
the detective, has been in Cleveland for two days 
working up the Eells bond robbery ease. In his 
opinion the job unquestionably was that of profes- 
sionals; their plans were Jaid with consummate 
skill, and the success that attended their efforts 
gives some ideg as to their cunning. In his opinion 
there were four men concerned in the robbery, 


and, from the description of those who tried the 
same game at the psymaster’s office of the Cleye- 
land and Pittsburg Raiiroad, there is no doubt 
that they are identical. The fact that nothing 
but a very imperfect description of the man 
who took the bonds has or can be obtained has 
been a source of much trouble. The best descrip- 
tion that was possible under the circumstances has 
been procured and telegraphed all over the United 
States. The detective is positive that negotiations 
will be opened soon that will lead to the recovery 
of the stolen property. Pinkerton left here for 
Chicago to-night. As yet the traces are so slight 
that they cannot be called even aclue. Mr. Eells 
seems very confident that he will secure the return 
of the bonds and the arrest of the thieves. The 
opinion that the bonds will be recovered, and that, 
too, in a very short time, is one entertained at Po- 
lice Head-quarters. It is thought that as yet the 
thieves have not been able to leave the city.

A MINISTER UNDER A CLOUD. 
Burra.o, Dec. 5.—Thomas Sharpe, former- 
ly Pastor of the Methodist Episcopal church at 
Hamburg, in this county, is under a cloud, being 
charged with a criminal assault upon one of his 
parishioners--Mrs. Zuber—while his wife was in 
Europe last Summer. Failing in his purpose,’ he 


exacted a promise from her under oath not to ex- 
pose him. She kept the compact until a few days 
ago, when she preferred charges against him. 
Three weeks ago Mr. Sharpe, who is about 387 
years of age, removed to East Otto, Cattaraugus 
County, to take a new charge. He has a wife and 
two children. He claims that he is innocent and 
the victim of a malicious persecution. Mrs, Zuber 
first told a church member. and, as the result of 
an inquiry made by Dr. Huntington, the Presiding 
Elder of this district, a church trial will be held at 
Towanda this week by six members of the Con- 
ference, and the Rev. L. A. Stevens, Presiding 
Elder of the Olean district, in which Sharpe now 
lives, will have charge of the iuvestigation. The 
alleged assault was committed Aug. 13.

MONTREAL'S INFERNAL MACHINE. 
MontrREAL, Dec. 5.—The Police have been 
unable thus far to obtain any clue to the person or 
persons who left the infernal machine at the Court- 
house here. The machinery by which tne fnstru- 


ment was operated has been removed, but no 
machinist has been found who will uadertake to 
open the machine. From the smell emitted it is 
believed to contain nitro-glycerine and dynamite 
powder. All sorts of conjeetures are afloat as to 
the object of the:attempi to blow up the Court- 
house. There is no absolute certainty as yet as to 
the contents of the machine.

Limerick, Dec. 5.—A large crowd to-day 
stoned the carriage of Mr. Considine, on 
whose property there were evictions recently.

DECLARATIONS BY M. ROUVIER ON COMMER-

Paris, Dec. 5.—M. Rouvier, Minister of 
Commerce, opening a new school for commer- 
cial study, said the Government wished to ex- 
tend a system of trades and commerce which 


was destined toimpart to French commercial 
relations that fixity which they need. 

M. Rouvier cordially received the French 
committee for furthering a Franco-American 
treaty of commerce. He declared his readi- 
ness to withdraw M. Tirard’s decree concern- 
ing American pork if the Americans would in- 
stitute a trustworthy system of inspection. In 
reference to the appointment of Commission- 
ers to negotiate the basis of a treaty of com- 
merce, he said that he recognized that as soon 
as the treaties now under discussion were con- 
cluded the French Chambers ought to respond 
to the action of the American Congress by tak- 
ing the initiative relative to the appointment 
of Commissioners. 

The Chamber of Deputies has annulled the 
elections of MM. Ladoucette and Amagat, 
who were returned for the Departments of 
Ardennes and Cantal, respectively, on the 
ground that their elections were carried by 
clerical influence. A second baliot will be 
necessary to decide the election at Lyons.

A HIGH REPUTATION RUINED. 


STEPHEN 8. PRICE, OF PHILADELPHIA, AC- 
CUSED OF WASTING ESTATES VALUED AT 
$700,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 5.—Stephen S. 
Price, of the firm of Price, Parrish & Co., No. 
812 Chestnut-street, who is under $90,000 
bonds to answer in a civil suit for property 
belonging to his relatives and intrusted 
to him for investment and management, which 
they charge him with having embez- 
zled and dissipated, has had __ securi- 
ty entered for him and been released 
from the Sheriff's custody. Just how 
much the embezzlement will aggregate is not 
yet known. So far as the court records 
show, three separate suitors demand a total of 
$84,000, although it is almost ascertained 


that very little is left of estates aggregating 
$700,000, which were confided to his care, 
Stephen 8S. Price is about 45 years 
old. He acquired a thorough business 
training under his father, Joseph Price, and 
uncle, Richard Price, who 20 years ago were 
members of the well-known and highly suc- 
cessful dry goods firm of Siter, Price & Co. 
In 1875 came the announcement that the firm 
was about to close out its business and go 
into liquidation. The real estate operations 
of the brotkers had proved lucrative, and 
they intended to devote themselves to that 
almost solely, the only exception being trade 
enough in certain specialties to keep the firm 
name alive. 

At this time = Priee, it is alleged, had 
in his control, as Executor, Trustee, or finan- 
cial agent, not less than $700,000 belonging to 
the estates of his relatives of the name 
of Price or Richardson, a daughter of Richard 
Price having married Thomas Richardson, of 
New-York, well known as tho head of the 
firm of Richardson, Spence & Co. On 
the death of Mr. Richardson, large parts of 
his estate passed into frice’s control, as 
the Philadelphia Executor. Within the past 
six months it has been known that the Price 
Brothers were heavy borrowers of mone 
upon hypothkecated mortgages. Still, that is 
nothing unusual in real estate opera- 
tions, and they were known to 
be very large holders of lots and 
houses on the western edge of the city. Large 
sums of interest to his confiding relatives 
fell due early in November, and then 
it was ascertained for the first time, 
that Stephen 8. Price’s reputation for integ- 
rity and business honor were irretrievably 
ruined. Every effort was made to 
surround the matter with the veil 
of family privacy, but the sufferers 
were wholly unable to bring the offender to 
aceount to them for his disposition of their 
money. In his reports to them he had named 
mortgages as the manner of investment, and 
he spoke truly; but the mortgages 
ran in his own name, and were al- 
ready hypothecated to their full value 
for large loans. They endeavored to 
force him to make full accounting by threats 
of suit, but these failed of the purpose, and at 
last the processes of the courts were invoked.

F. D., however, ceased playing 
any version. demands the sum of 
$1,050, which she says is balance of royalty, 
and treats the original contract as fully in 
force. * * * Onthe whole, Mr. Heverin, I think 
I have paid more value than my use of Miss D.’s 
ideas were originally worth. Yours, very 
truly.” Mr. Heverin’s reply criticises Miss 
Davenport’s grammar and spelling, (she having 
used the word “ litigateable” in the portion of her 
letter omitted above,) to which she retorts: “I 
thank you fora hearty laugh. I havea woman’sintu- 
ition that between the first and concluding para- 
graphs of your letter the text was contributed 
by your clerk—who, I dare say, is a jolly

A PENITENTIARY IN FLAMES. 


THE TENNESSEE MACHINE SHOPS BURNED— 
ANOTHER FIRE STARTED BY A CONVICT. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 5.—At 3:30 o'clock 
this afternoon a fire broke out in the biacking de- 
partment of the machine shopsat the peniten- 
tiary, in the western part of the city, and spread 
quickly, despite the strenuous efforts made by the 


convicts tosuppress the flames. Several alarms 


were signaled, but owing to confusion 
caused by tke reception of alarms from 
various boxes engines did not arrive 
until the fire had gained great headway. The con- 
victs became panie-stricken, but soon got over 
their excitement and went to work with a will, 
doing excellent service, In many cases voluntarily 
subjecting themselves to danger. Hundreds of 
civilians, attracted to thescene of the conflagra- 
tion, rendered material assistanee to the fire- 
men and convicts, but, in spite.,of all that 
cvuld be done, the flames rapidly communicated 
to all the buildings and consumed all but 
the main building. During the excite- 
ment, John Craig, James Clark, and 
Gray,} three convicts, escaped. but were 
recaptured. Edward Mobley, a convict, was se- 
verely injyred by inhaling’ smoke while battling 
with the fire. The convicts had innumerable op- 
pertunities during the incipiency of the fire to 
escape, but lacked a leader. But for this 
fact nearly all of the 728 could have 
regained freedom. As soon as possible after 
the fire started the Poter Ripes, Rock City 
Guards, and Burns Artillery were called upon to 
protect the prison and prevent the escape of the 
convicts, and they immediately responded, being 
stationed on the inside and outside, where they aid 
good service. 

About 6 o’clock to-night, when the fire had 
burned nearly everything in its reach, a con- 
vict set fire to the east wing of the 
main prison, in which is situated the female 
departments. As soon as the flames made 
their appearance the women screamed and 
left their cells, passing through tke flames 
that issued from the windows on the 
stairway. A were scorched more 
or less, but no serious injury was sus- 
tained by any. The screams of the women 
and the fire created a panic among the 
male convicts, who, . seizing sledge-hammers, 
axes and staves, made a break for the main door 
and tried to batter it down, but the guards with 
heroic firmness drove them back and finally quiet- 
ed them. When the roll was called it was 
ascertained that only six had escaped. These are 
Thomas Cox, Frederick Dhine, J. C. Clark, Charles 
Walker, John Martin, and Frederick Ransom. The 
loss is estimated at $285,000; the insurance $96,500.

A fire broke out from unknown causes asc 
night on the fifth floor of the six-story buildings 
No. 177 Mercer-street and No. 19 West Houston- 
street. Isidor Popper, manufacturer of fringes 
and trimmings, on the fifth and sixth floors. loses 
$4,000, and is fully insured. Jacob Haegen, manu- 
facturer of fur trimmings, who occupied part of 
the fourth floor, loses $500. L. Loewns. in the 
same business, on the third and part of the fourth 
fioor, loses $1,500. E. Butterick & Co., makers of 
wooden patterns, on the second floor, lose $500, 
and D.C. Whitman, shirt-maker, a Il’ke amount.

The insurance agents estimate the loss at $5,000, 
and the damage to the building at $300. 


Samuel Haight’s extensive tannery, at Mil- 
ton Centre, was destroyed by fire Sunday night. 
The loss exceeds $50,000, and is partially insured.

AN ELABORATE HYPOTHETICAL QUESTION 
PROPOUNDED TO SEVERAL EXPERTS IN 
INSANITY—A DOCTOR WHO BELIEVES 
THAT ONE MAN IN FIVE I8 INSANE—THE 
DEFENSE DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 5.—On this the opening 
day of the fourth week of the Guiteau trial there 
was no diminution of public interest, and, not. 
withstanding the counter attraction of the assem- 
bling of Congress, the court-room was packed. 
Judge Cox, having been engaged in the organiza- 
tion of a Grand Jury and petit jury inthe Cirenit 
Court room, did not come into she court’ until 
11:10, when it was opened in due form. 

Dr. James G. Kiernan was called as the first of 
the expert witnesses. As soonas be was sworn 
the prisoner broke out: “Before any expert testi- 
mony begins I desire to make a short speech. The 
very point which I want the experts to pass uponis 
this—I have stated it repeatedly, and will do it 
again: When u man claims that he is compelled ta 


do anillegal act from a power beyond him, which he 


cannot recall, where his moral agency is dominat- 
ed. I want these experts to say whether that is ia- 
sanity or sanity.”’ 

The Court—They will be heard on that subject. 

The witness testified that he bas been a practic- 
ing pnysician for eight years; he is new managing 
editor of the Chicago Medical keview and lectureg 
on mental diseases in the Chicago Medisal College. 
He has made a study of mental diseases since 1874. 

Q.—Assuming it to be a faet that there was a 
strong hereditary taint of insanity in the blood of 
the prisoner at the bar; also, that at about the 
age of 35years his own mind was sv much deranged 
that he was a fit subject to be sent to an insane 
asylum, also, that at different times after that date 
during the next succeeding five years‘he manifested 
such decided symptoms of insanity, without simu, 
lation, that many different persons conversing 
with him, and observing his conduct, believed him 
to be insane; also, thatin or about the month of 
June, 1881, at or about the expiration of said term of 
five vears, he became demented by the idea that 
he was inspired of God to remove by death the 
President of the United States; also, that he acted 
on what he believed to be such inspiration, and om 


‘what he believed to be in accordance with the 


Divine will in the preparation forand in the accom 
plishment of such a purpose: also, that he com- 
mitted the act of shooting the President under 
what he believed to be a Divine com- 
mand, which he was not at iiberty to 
disobey, and which belief made out a conviction 
which controlled his conscience and overpowered 
his will as to that act, so that he could not resist 
the mental pressure upon him; also, that imme- 
diately after the shooting he appeared calm and ag 
if relieved by the performance of a great duty; 
also, that there was no other adequate motive for 
the act than the conviction that he was executing 
the Divine will for the good of his country—assum- 
ing all of these propositions to be true, state wheth- 
er, in your opinion, the prisoner was sane or insane 
at the time ot shooting President Garfield? A.— 
Assuming these propositions to be true, I should 
say that the prisoner was irsane. 

Q.—Have youany doubt about it? A.—No, Sir. 

DR. KIERNAN’S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davidge—Witness is 36 

years of age. He does not believe in a future state 


of reward and punishment. Isa graduate of the 


‘Medical Department of the University of New- 


York City; had never been Superintendent of au 
insane asvlum, but had been connected 
with a department for the insane on Ward’s 
Island. He had been assistant opbysician 
there at one time and practically assistant physi- 


cian for the greater part of the time; was apothe- 
cary to the asylum from 1875 to 1878; was dismissed 
for refusing to sign a paper in a case of violence 
and for discussing a medical subject; Dr. Mac- 
Donald was then Superintendent of the asylum: 
was never clerk in adrug store; never entered 
into an arrangement to testify asan expert for a 
contingent fee; did not make such a proffer in the 
Leslie will case; has heard ail the evidence in this 
case. 

Q.—Assuming the evidence submitted to the 
jury to be true, do you mean to state that evidence 
makes out a strong case of hereditary insanity? 

Objected to by Mr, Scoville. 

In the discussion of the question the testimonp 
in regard to the sanity or insanity of the prisoner's. 
father was alluded to. The prisoner took part in 
it by saying it was the opinien cf all the good citi- 
zens of Freepert that his father was badly cracked 
on religion. 

The witness stated that on the testimony of! 
Thomas North he would regard Lutner W. Guiteau, 
as a persom in arather delirious mental condition:} 
he had not enough facts to form an exact opin- 
ion upon. f 

The testimony in reference to some of the pris- 
oner’s relatives having been summarized, the wit- 
ness was asked whether, in bis judgment, that evi- 
dence made outa strong hereditary taint of insani- 
ty in the blood of the prisoner. His answer was: 
“Taking all that into consideration. I should cer- 
tainly say the case was one of hereditary insanity.” 

Q.—Are you a disciple of the school of moral in- 
sanity? A.—Yes; I believe in moral insanity. 

Q.—You believe that the mind of a man may not 
be diseased and yet his moral nature may 
diseased? A.—When the moral nature is diseased 
the mind is diseased. 

Q.—And although you could discover no mental 
lesion whatever, still you think that a man would 
be irresponsible for crime on the ground of moral 
insanity. A.—Yes, in certain rare cases. 

Witness was questioned regarding the testimony 
of Dr. Rice, that he had once recommended the 
prisoner to be sent to an insane asylum, and the 
witness stated that he should think that if the 
prisoner had then been sent to a lunatie asylum he 
would not have been discharged. Witness was 
not influenced in his opinion by the 
common idea that the prisoner was insane, 
His opinion was based, first, upon the strong hered- 
itary tendency; second, upon the testimony of Dr. 
Rice as to the impairment of the prisoner's judg- 
ment and his moral excitement, and, third, upon 
the prisoner's strong conviction that he had a 
mission from God to fulfill in the removal of the 
President. : 

Q.—And on these elements alone you would give 
=~ ——— that the prisoner was insane? A.—} 
should. 

Witness had come into court with patients labor- 
ing under delusions of having missions from the 
Deity. He gave one instanceof an insane man in 
Chicago who had a Divine revelation that his wife 
was unfaithful to him and should be removed 
and yet that man, instead of killing his wife, set to 
work to remove her by divorce. This was an illus- 
tration of the proposition that insane men often 
act assane men. He mentioned another case of @ 
patient on Ward's Island named Williams, whc 
used to claim that he was inspired by Godto de 
certain things. Witness did not think thata —_— 
believing himself commissioned by God. woul 
bear himself very differently from a sane man; ke 
would be governed in a general!way by his own 
specific characteristics; it would not depend upoz 
the fixity of the belief. ? : 

The Prisoner—The Lord injects an inspiration 
into my brain and leaves me to work it out in my 
own way—that is the way I get my inspiration. 
God does not employ fools to do His work; He 
gets the best brains He can find. 

Q.—Suppose a man told you that he had a grand 
inspiration—say to slay a vuler—and suppose you 
watched his conduct and behavior, and it turned 
out to be that of a vulgarcriminai all the way 
through—what would you think of hisjstatement 
that he had a Divine commission? 

The Prisoner—There is no vulgar criminal in this 
case. Please leave the vulgar out. 

Mr. Scoville objected to the question, because the 
witness’s opinion of what was vulgar might differ 
from the counse!’s. 

The Prisoner—Nothing vulgar about this ease; it 
is all high-toned. 

Mr. Davidge, (to the witness)—Assume that a 
man says to you, ‘lam commissioned by God to 
slay a ruler,’’ and you follow the conduct and be- 
havior and operations of that man for six weeks 
and find them to be those of an —— sane man, 
what weight would you give to bis declaration? 
A.—If I am to assume the condition of things which 
you state. I have to answer I would not have given; 
any weight to his deciaration. 

Q.—And you would give much or little weight to 
it according tothe ratio between his conduct and 
behaviour and operations and his declaration? 
A.—I would not undertake to say that, because in< 
sane men do not often reason logically on false 
premises. 

Q.—Is anything mere common than for the in: 
sane to reason logically on false premises?’ A.— 
They may appear to do 90, but you cannot say how 
much logic enters into their reasoning. 

Q.—Is it not an unerring sign of insanity for the 
insane man to reason as well asa sane man, only 
that the imsune man reasons from false premises, 
and asane man from correct premises! A.—No, 
Sir; in many cases {it is a fact, but I would not uo- 
dertake to say that it is -« in a majority of cases. 

Mr. Scoville asked the witness to explain his 
answer as to a non-belief in a hereafter, and the 
witness replied that, like many other scientific 
men, he wus simply an agnostic on that subject. 
He had no evidence upon it. 

During a pause in the examination the prisonei 
said that ois attention had just been called to 4 
very impudent discourse by his former wite. Her 
statement was fuil of lies. He repudiated her and 
know nothing about her. 

The court reminded him that that matter was noi 
in question. 

e Prisoner—I know that, but it is so aggravat- 
ing a story that it riles me, and if she comes on the 
stand | will make her smart. She must have fallea 
from grace very badly. Her statement is a lie 
from inning to esd. When we were together 
we lived weil. at first-class boardinz-houses. 

Being questioned as to the thinness and 
appearance of the prisoner prior to the commis- 

on of the crime, and whether those were not in- 
dications of his insanity, the witness answered 
bet those eymptome ns would not be more likely ta 
avpear in the case of @ sgme man meditatinz a 





rreat crime than in the case of an insane man. He 
would not undertake to decide upon the probabil- 
ties of the two cases. 

By Mr. Davidge—If a man thinks that he is 
executing a Divine command, has he any wear and 
tear of conscience? A.—There is wear and tear 
very often where a man is dominated bya delusion. 

The Prisoner—The wearand tear is from pres- 
sure, not from eonscience. (To Mr. Davidge)—Get 
your words right. 

Q.—From what cause is this wear andtear? A.— 
Strong delusions very often have a great physical 
effect on the frame of a man. Every one knows 
that there are sane men who would have such a 
murderous design for five or six weeks and yet 
not show the slightest physical change. 

The witness, in the course of a discussion on the 
various forms and types of insanity, spoke of pro- 
gressive paresis of the insane as one of those forms 
that produce physical changes. 

The Prisoner—What is the English of that, Doc- 
tor? Weare all common folks here, and cannot 
understand that scientific language. 

The witness, having first obtained from the 
pourt permission to answer, replied that it was a 
form of insanity attended by very strongly marked 
physical symptoms and mental symptoms; for 
mstance, a2 man who was penurious would 
juddenly become extravagant and spend his 
noney lavishly. It was also attended by a 
trong tendency to believe himself immensely 
vealthy or immensely strong or something of that 
tind. At the same time his walk would become 
iremulous, and he would have frequent disturb- 
ances of gait anda tendency toeat. The witness 
mentioned Wemyss Jobson, formerly of New-York, 
as one so affected. He also spoke of an inequality 


in the two sides of the head as an evidence of | 


aereditary insanity. 

“That hits my case exaetly,” the prisoner broke 
m. ‘One side of my head is larger than the other, 
Doctors examined me the other night. (To the 
witness)—Where hereditary nimbus exists in a 
man, does it not have to show itself sooner or later 
on sufficient cause?” 

The Witness—Yes. It has to show itself sooner 
or later on sufficient eause. 

The Prisoner—My case. That is all.

To Mr. Scoville.! If you put any more of these 
srank fellows [laughter] on the stand I will 
jcore you up again. You had no business to 
put David Davis on the stand. It wasa great piece 
of impertinence for you to ask Judge Davis what 
ne thought about immediate war. I did not pre- 
send that there was going to bea war right off. I 
io not take any stock in that—all the high-toned 
men in the Republican Party spoke well of that 
speech.” 

MORE EXPERT TESTIMONY, 


The next witness was Dr. Charles H. Nichols, of 
New-York. He stated that he is Superintendent of 
the Bloomingdale Asylum for the Insane. He has 
been connected with insane asylums since 1845, and 
has during all that time made a study of mental 
diseases. He was first connected withthe New- 
York State Lunatic Asylum, at Utica, then with 
the Bloomingdale Asylum, then with the Govern- 


ment Hospital for the Insane for the District of 
Columbia, and, lastly, with the Bloomingdale 
Asylum. 

The propositions in the hypothetical question 
were read to the witness, and he was asked wheth- 
er, in his opinion, the prisoner was sane or insane 
when he shot President Garfield. 

The Witness—Taking that hypothetical case to be 
true, I should think the person described in it was 
insane. 

Mr. Davidge—From your personal examination 
of the prisoner and from the testimony, ineluding 
that given by himself, had he, on the 2d of July, 
1881, when he shot James A. Garfield, the know!l- 
pdge and mental capacity to be able to judge be- 
tween right and wrong, and to understand the na- 
sure and quality of the act ? 

Objected to by Mr. Scoville on the ground that

Umony, Objection sustained. 

Mr. Davidge said that under the ruling of the 
sourt he would have to formulate a hypothetical 
question, which would require some time. The 
witness might, therefore, stand aside, and he would 
be called afterward on behalf of the prosecution. 

The next witness was Dr. Charles Folsom, of 
Boston, who testified that for the last nine years 

e had given a large portion of his time to the 
study of mental diseases. He was in the McLean 
Asylum for about a year and a half from 1872. He 
spent a year in Berlin and Vienna, and since then 
has been in Europe three times, For the last 
three years be has been instructor in mental dis- 
pases in Harvard University. * The preposi- 
tion laid down in the hypothetical question 
was read to the witness, and he was asked, ** Leav- 
ing out of view your own opinions or anything 
that you may draw from anywhere else, and tak- 
ing the facts as stated in the hypothetical question 
as proved to be true, what in your opinion was the 
mental condition of the prisoner at the time of bis 
shooting President Garfield?” 

The Witness—On the assumption that those facts 
pre true in the same way as I use language, I 
should say he was unquestionably insane. 

Mr. Davidge~That opinion is based on the as- 
tumption that each of the facts stated im that 
paper is true. A.—Yes; it is based exactly on that 
paper. 

Mr. Scoville—Do you mean to say that no part of 
that statement could be left out without changing 
your opinion? A.—As the question is formulated 


there, if I recollect it correctly, i should base it | 
vhiefiy on the latter part of it; thatis, on the un- | 


controllable pressure. 

The next witness was Dr. Samuel Woreester, of 
Salem, Mass. He stated that he was graduated in 
1868, but was engaged in practice previous to that 
time in the Insane Asylum in Providence, R. I. He 

ad made a special stndy of mental diseases for the 
ast 15 years. The hypothetical question was read 
to the witness, who said that before answering it 
he should like to know the qualifications which the 
prisoner’s friends had for forming their opinion at 
the time in relationto his insanity, and also what 
interpretation was to be put upon the word in- 
spiration. 

The Prisoner—I use the word inspiration as an 
interjection of Divine power in my mind, I do 
pes use it as meaning a conception of my own brain, 

ut the actual interjection of some foreign sub- 
itance into my brain. 

Mr. Scoville, (to the witness)—I have endeavored 
to use plain, common words in this question. 
_ The Prisoner, (again interrupting)—There is a 
broad distinction between a conception coming to 
me personally, and an imterjection of the same 
matter into my brain. This whole inspiration 
krose from the fact of the interjection by the 

ivine power of the idea of removing the Presi- 

ent. lentertained the idea for two weeks. [To 

r. Scoville, who was endeavoring to stop him.

THE DEFENSE DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 

Mr. Scovilie, having no other witnesses present 
in court, then proceeded to read the addenda to 
the book called ‘Truth’? found among the pris- 
oner’s papers. The first was entitled “Two 
Seeds,” and was an argument that there were two 
classes of people born into the world, which he 
designated as Christ’s seed and the devil’s seed, 
and that one class was predestined to heaven and 
the other class to perdition; also, that the world 
was evidently created asa battle-ground for God 
and the devil to test their strength, 

Tne Prisoner—That is good theology and new 
theology, too. 

Wr. Scoville stated that he had expected to have 
President Arthur as a witness to-day; that he had 
ealled on him yesterday, but found him engaged 
on his Message. He expected that Mr. Charles B. 
Farwell, a member of Congress, would be in at- 
tendance to-morrow morning. He had only three 
or four other witnesses to examine, but none of 
them were present this afternoon. 

The Prisener—i want to say here that I want to 
have here as witnesses Gen. Grant, Senators Conk- 
ling and Platt, Gov. Jewell, and those other men 


| who were doing politics last Spring. I appearhere 


as my own counsel, and 1 want an erder signed by 
the court to have those gentlemen here. I do not 
want to have my case compromised by Mr. Scoville.

Andrews’s office the following night, tickets were 
found bearing the name of Daniel G. Rollins for 
Surrogate. The father of the witness found some 
of these and threw them out. Astothe perpe- 
trator ot the offense of having substituted the Rol- 
lins ballots for the Stephen A. Walker ballots, the 
witness could say nothing. 

Judge Truax testified that he rode through the 
entire district in behalf of his near and dear friend 
Andrews, and warned the workers to scrutinize 
the ballots carefully and throw out from the boxes 
any Rollins ballots. In only one or two instances 
did he learn that any Rollins ballots had been dis- 
covered and then destroyed. 

Mr. Andrews himself then took the stand and 
proceeded, amid many provoking interruptions, to 
show how he had nothing to de whatever with the 
substitution, and that the onus rested upon some- 
body who had charge of the tickets before they 
were delivered to his agents. The committee de- 
cided to choke him off by going into executive ses- 
sion, and then adjourning until to-morrow night at 
7:80 o’cloek.

WHY MASSACHUSETTS’S GREAT WAR GOV- 
ERNOR DECLINED TO PRESIDE AT AN 
EMANCIPATION MEETING. 
From the Boston Herald, Dec. 4. 

There has been much adverse criticisra upon 
the conduct of Goy. Long in consenting to preside 
atarecent meeting of the Land League in this 
city. Without presuming to criticise the action of 
our amiable chief magistrate upon that occasion, 
we present in contrast with his action the states- 
manlike opinions of one of his mast illustrious pred- 
eeessors, John A. Andrew, written in December, 


1861, declining to preside at a public meeting in 
Boston where the subject of emancipation was to 
be discussed by ex-Gev. Boutwell. The letter has 
never until now been brought to public notice: 


Dec. 14, 1861. 

My Dear’——: The remark you, with the kindest 
purpose toward me, made yesterday, viz., that you 
especially wish me to preside at —— lecture, in 
order to cut off the cavils of those who find fault 
against me for non-action in the matter of slavery 
discussion, has, on mature reflection, decided me 
not to appear on that occasion, even should it be 
convenient for me to be present. All my life long 
I have aimed not to belong to that category men- 
tioned by the Apostle, who, “through fear of 
death, are all their life-time kept in bendage,” nor 
can | be afraid of my friends more than of my ene- 
mies. Neither will ldo anything for the sake of 
an effect back upon myself. If any of our friends 

| see cause to object to what Ido, or omit todo, I 
think their judgments, if hasty, will in due 
season correct themselves; and, if just, I have 
no right to complain. But I cannot do any- 
thing to avert any unfavorable judgments, 
save to do my duty, according to my _ con- 
science, from day to day; and I should feel 
humiliated should Ido anything under the pres- 
sure, real or apparent, of a personal motive. 
Working fa in the interest of our most 
liberal ideas, through all the channels of aceess, 
both to the President and the head of the Army, 
T only this morning received a most important let- 
ter in that connection, and Iam, asl always have 
been, sure that patience, prudence, and patriotic 
devotedness to the country’s cause will lead us to 
one only issue at last in the disposition of slavery. 
But, first, we must keep the country united in the 
war, preventing peace parties, securing great and 


vaneement, Second—We must make the 
Administration feel strong as to money, popular 
support, and undivided popular co-operation, and 
thus encourage, step by step, as much boldness of

The progress of the war is 
revealing conquest to beastern necessity, in my 
judgment. The South rejects, and will reject, the 
Union. The Lord hardens Pharaoh’s heart, and he 
will not let the people go, His stubborn heart 
will reject, as it does reject, a 
participation in the ‘*Lineoln Government.” 
The people now understand the case 
twenty times better than they did last July; 
far better than even three monthsago, And, in 
the stern necessity of the logic of war, they will 
reach the point of grappling with slavery, 
and turning the guns of that fortress against 
the power of slavery itself. We ‘ Black Republi- 
cans” can retard the cause, but we can do little to 
hasten it, save by swelling the current. as it were.

Even he, though 
a Republican, can say and do, usefully, 
what [I could not without injuring our cause, 
since Iam, from the necessity of my life, opinions, 
and tendencies, so much

A SHERIFF'S LIABILITY. 
A SUPREME COURT DECISION IN FAVOR OF 
THE LATE SHERIFF CONNBR, OF NEW- 


YORK. 

WasHineton, Dec. §.—The most important 
case decided by the United States Supreme Court 
to-day was No. 76, the Executors of William ©. Con- 
ner, late Sheriff of the City and County of New-York, 
against William H. Long, Assignee in Bankruptey 
of Benjamin H. Spaulding, brought here by a writ 
of errorto the Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 


! trict of New-York. The question involved is one

which has neyer before been presented to the Su- 
preme Court, namely, whether a Sheriff is individ- 
ually liable by acts performed in good faith in the 
proper discharge of his duty and without knowl. 
edge of their illegal character. Thecase in which 
this question arises is briefly as follows: On July 
20, 1875, a warrant ef attachment was regularly 1s- 
sued in an action begun on that day by Alfred J. 


Dickersen against Benjamin H. Spaulding, in 
the oaprms Ceurt of the State of New- 
York. Under this warrant William C. Conner, 
Sheriff of the City and County of New-York, levied 
upon the property belonging to Mr. Spaulding 
which is in controversy in this case. Three days 
later certain creditors of Mr. Spaulding, who are 
now represented by the Assignee, instituted bank- 
ruptecy proceedings against him, in the District 
Court of the United States for the District of Mas- 
sachusetts, and on Sept. 4 he was adjudged a bank- 
rupt. In the meantime and after the filing of the 
petition in bankruptcy, the Sheriff, acting under an 
order made by one of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court ef New-York in the attachment suit, sold the 
property levied upon, and the preceeds were 
used to satisfy the judgment rendered in 
favor of Mr. Dickerson. The Assignee in 
bankruptcy of Mr. Spaulding then brought 
action against the Sheriff to recover damages for 
.the wrongful sale of this property after the insti- 
tution of bankruptcy proceedings. The main ques- 
tion is whether the Sheriff is liable as an individual 
for his acts as an officer when such acts were per- 
formed under the mandate of a eompetent court, 


The court below affirmed tke liability of the 
Sheriff upon the authority, mainly, of a long line of 
English decisions which, it was believed, estab- 
lished that rule, 

This court, ina carefully prepared opinion by 
Justice Matthews, admits that repeated decisions 
in the English courts have established judicially 
the rule that the Sheriff is individually liable in 
such cases. This court, however, declines to 


; govern itself by the English precedents, for the 
' reason that in 1839 Parliament, recognizing the 


‘a Westen. ax | injustice and inexpediency of the rule estublished 


by the courts, interposed, by aets second and third 
Victoria, c. 29, and by several later acts, to protect 
the Sheriff in the performance of his official duty 
against such actions. This legislation Justice 
Matthews says 's evidence of the highest character 
that the rule in question ought never to have been 
Furthermore, it can hardly be as- 
sumed that Congress intended in the Bankrupt act 
to restore a rule of liability which had become ob- 
solete in England nearly 30 years before. This court, 
therefore, regards itself as justified in deciding the 
case according to reason and equity, and not ac- 
cording to precedent; and it holds that the Sheriff 
The State court, Justice Matthews 
says, had full and pertect jurisdiction until the in- 
stitution of the preceedings in bankruptey; 
fact which put an end to iis 
jurisdiction did not appear by its own record, 


| and consequently was one of which the Sheriff 
} could not by any legal possibility have official no- 


tice, and without such notice he was bound to 
obey the order of the court directing the sale of 
the property, and no liability attaches to him indi- 
viduaily as a consequence of such obedience.

SMALL-POX IN THE W2ZST. 

St. Louis, Dec. 5.—The Secretary of the 
State Board of Health of California writes to 
Health Commissioner Francis, of St. Louis, to say 
that the State has established quarantine against 
Chicago. Trainson the Central Pacific Railroad 


have introduced small-pox in five connties along 
that line in California, and, the writer states, in 
every case the disease can be traced to arrivals 
from Chicago. He adds, for the Commissioner’s 
information, that cases of small-pox exist along the 
line of the railroad between St. Joseph, Mo., and 
Council Bluffs, lowa, and he has no doubt, aftera 
careful investigation of the matter, that the dis- 
ease was brought from Chicago. In St. Louis the 
same disease is quite prevaient, but the authorities 
are keeping quiet on the subject. At Quarantine 
alone there are 26 eases. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 5.—Six hundred persons were 
vaecinated here to-day. The medica! authorities 
state that persons come to the Health Office 
every day afflicted with small-pox and ap- 
ply for admission to the pest-house. A 
report was circulated to-night that San Francisco 
has established a quarantine against Chicago. The 
chief medical officer says he has no official in- 
formation to that effect, and that in case it is so 
the only thing Chicago can do is to quarantine 
against New-York.

THE BOSTON BANK DIFFICULTIES. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—The Herald, in the morn- 
ing, willsay: ‘‘The Directors of the Pacific Na- 
tional Bank and Bunk Examiner Needham were in

It has been rumored that the 
bank had caused President Benyon’'s property to 
be attached to alerre amount. This is not correct, 
but it is true that a private creditor has placed a 
heavy attachment on him.

DISPENSING NATIONALLAW 


THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE AT- 
TORNEY-GENERAL. 

WORK OF THE COURTS—NECESSITY FOR MORE 

JUSTICES—~RESTRAINING EXTRAVAGANCE 

OF COMMISSIONERS—RECOMMENDATIONS 


ON MINOR SUBJECTS. 

Wasnineton, Dec. 5.—Tho annual report of 

the Department of Justice was submitted to-day to 
the United States Senate by Acting Attorney-Gen- 
eral Phillips. After referring in detail to the con- 
dition of the docket of the Supreme Court, at the 
end of the last term, showing an increase in the 
number of causes remaining undisposed of over 
the preceding year, and showing that the total 
number of causes disposed of during the last term, 
in which tbe United States were interested, was 54, 
the report continues by ealling attention to the 
recommendation for additional Judges contained 
in the last annual report. Under the provisions of 
the act of June 16, 1880, 342 suits, claiming in the 
aggregate upward of $7,000,000, have been filed in 
the Court of Claims against the District of Colum- 
bia. Under the ordinary jurisdiction of this court 
have been brought, since the last report, 405 suits, 
claiming $17,705,717 80. Among these is the claim 
_of the Choctaw Nation, under a special act of Con- 
gress, amounting to $15,794,873 87. A summary of 
the business of the last term of the court is given 
in detail. 

To enable the Attorney-General properly to in- 
vestigate the accounts of District Attorneys, Mar- 
shals, clerks. and other officials, the Acting Attor- 
ney-General submits that the appropriation now 


applicable thereto should be increased, in oider 
that examinations may be made within the locali- 
ties in which the moneys were expended. He 
further suggests that some thorough system of lo- 
cal audit, at short intervals, may be devised to re- 
strain extravagancein some districts, and to give 
In each district an assurance, now wanting, that 
expenditures are not greater than public interests 
require. The Attorney-General, referring to the 
present method of compensating United States At- 
sorneys, which is principally by fees, says: “I con- 
pur in the recommendation of the last annual re- 
port that these officers should be paid by salaries 
alone, which should not only compensate them 
for the performance of all duties now 
enjoined upon them by law, but also 
for such legal services in their respective districts 
as they might be required to render on behalf of 
the Government or any of its lawful agents. The 
maximum compensation of the Attorney at the 
present time is $6,000, This is derived from a small 
salary, not exceeding the sum, usually, of $200 and 
such amount by way of fees as is chargeable in 
eases to which the United States isa party. These 
fees are inconsiderable in individual cases, and the 
emoluments of the officer depend upon the number 
and not upon the importance of the prosecutions 
undertaken in his district. It is believed that all 
these officers would prefer to be paid entirely by 
salaries, as not infrequently it is unjustiv suggested 
against them that prosecutions are encouragetl for 
the sake of making fees. The officer should be 
entirely independent, and held to the perform- 
ance of his duty by his own sense of jus- 
tice and propriety and his official oath alone.” 
He calls attention to a recommend ition in the re- 
port for 1879 for the re enactment of section [4 of 
the act approved Aug. 16, 1856, which provides that 
United States Attorneys may appoint substitute 
Attorneys, in certain cases, to attend to the duties 
of the officers when they cannot attend to them 
theniselves, 

The United States Commissioners were paid 
during the last fiscal year $112,570 63. For several 
years the Attorney-General has directed the atten- 
tion of Congress to the large number of Commis- 
sioners and their extravagant charges, causing a 
large increase of the expenses of the courts. The 
report says: ‘‘In my opinion there should be a less 
number of Commissioners, and, to avoid the ex- 
penses of an extended transportation they should 
reside at points easy of access, and ordinarily it 
should be incumbent upon the Marshal to take the 
prisoner to the nearest Commissioner.’’ Under 
these views, the following order has been proposed 
to the courts for their adoption: 


First—It is hereby ordered by the court that here- 
after no warrant shall be issued by a United States 
Commissioner for the arrest of a person charged 
with having violated any of the revenue laws 
of the United States upon the complaint of 
an unofficial person, or a Deputy Marshal, unless the 
Collector of Customs or of Internal Revenue, ora 
Deputy Collector, or a Treasurer, or Revenue Agent, 
or the District Attorney, or one of their assistants, 
shall have mace and attached an affidavit to such 
complaint setting forth that the affiant has care- 
fully inquired into the alleged offense; that it is such 
an offense as shouid be prosecuted, and, n his opin- 
fon,there is probable cause for the arrest of the ac- 
cused, and that he requests that a warrant forthe 
arrest of the accused be issued. 

Second—It is further ordered that whenever a war- 
rant snall be issued by a Commissioner for the arrest 
of any person it shall be made returnable before him, 
provided he be the Commissioner nearest or most con- 
venient to the residence of the accused. If he is not, 
then he shall retain a copy of the affidavit on which 
the warrant is issued, and make the warrant, accom- 
panied by the original affidavit, returnable before a 
Commissioner having an office and acting nearest to 
the residence of the accused; and such Commissioner 
shall make the examination of the party and dis- 
charge, commit to prison, or admit to bail, as the case 
may be. 

Ynird—it is further ordered by the court that each 
Commissioner shall keep a well-bound book as a 
jocket, in which he shall enter, on the day the trans- 
actions occur, the issuing of each warrant, upon 
whose complaint and request the same was issued, 
thy nature of the offense, and the officer to whom the 
warrant was delivered for service, together with the 
proceedings had under said warrant; there shall be 
entered the names of the witnesses present and ex- 
amined, and their fees; the name of the guard, if any, 
and his fees, together with the Marshal or Deputy 
Marshal’s fees; and allof said fees, together wit 
mileage and expenses aliowed by Jaw, and a state- 
ment of the Commissioner’s own fees, shall be prop- 
erly entered upon the warrant when returned to the 
Commissioner; after the close of each examination 
the Commissioner shall forward to the Clerk of the 
United States Circuit Court, for the proper district, 
all the papers in the case, with a proper transcriptof 
the proceedings, in which he shall schedule the pa- 
pers forwarded, 

Fourth—Iit is further ordered by the court that at 
the end of each month, or within five days thereafter, 
pach Commissiouer shall make out and forward to 
the Clerk of the United States Circuit Court, for the 
proper district, a report in duplicate of ali cases insti- 
suted or examined during the month—one for the 
clerk of the Court and the other for the Attorney- 
General—and a separate report of internal reve- 
nue cases instituted or examined for the Commission- 
sr of Internal Revenue. These reports to be made 
gpon such forms as may be prescribed and furnished 
by the Department of Justice, and they shall give a 
full abstract of the proceedings in each case, 

fFijth—It is further ordered, that upon the receipt of 
said reports by the Clerk the proper one shall be filed 
in his office and the others shall immediately be | or- 
warded to the Attorney-General] and the Commission- 
erof interna! Revenue, respectively, at Washington, 
b. C., and no account of a Commissioner shall be pre- 
sented to a District or Circuit Court in his district 
until this order shail be complied with. The Clerks of 
the various courts are instructed to furnish each of 
the Commissioners of their respective districts with 
a printed copy of this order, and also with necessary 
copies of biank forms, which will be supplied by the 
Department of Justice. Said ‘clerks are charged with 
the duty of bringing to the attention of the court any 
failure on the partor the Commissioners to comply 
with the foregoing order. 

On the subject of witnesses, the report repeats 
the suggestions of the last annual report respect- 
ing witnesses for an accused person unable to pay 
such witnesses as he may need, which privilege en- 
tails a heavy expense upon the Government, and 
recommends that the number which the United 
Btates shall be required to summon and pay for 
any defendant shall not exceed four witnesses, (ex- 
cept in cxpital cases,) and that only these should 
be summoned when it is clearly shown by affidavit 
that their testimony goes to the merits of the case. 

Kteferring to the expenses of the United States 
courts, which annually approximate $3,000,000, (the 
estimate for the fiscal year 1883 is $3,005,000,) the At- 
torney-General says that where an appropriation is 
subdivided so that that which is appropriated for 
one subdivision cannot be used for any other, the 
whole sum requisite must necessarily be larger. 
The appropriation being inflexible, even if 
under one head there may be a saving, it 
cannot be availed of to relieve the increased 
expenditure which may occur under apother. 
He renews the recommendation of Attorney-Gen- 
era] Devens, inthe report for 1880, for a term of 
the United States Court at Vicksburg, where much 
of the business now taken to Jackson originates. 
The report recommends the establishment of a 
United States penitentiary, either in Arizona or 
New-Mexico, forthe imprisonment of United States 

risoners trom those Territories. By the act of 

une 23, 1874, the Attorney-General was authorized 
to contract with State asy!ums for the care and 
custody of any person who should become and be 
insane while under the sentence of a United States 
court. The law upon this subject, he says, 
is too restricted to allow those provisions 
for the insane which humanity requires, and 
additional legislation is required to enable the 
Attorney-General to return such prisoners after 
the expiration of their sentences to their friends or 
the place of conviction, and to properly compen- 
sate State asylums until this can be done. Mr. 
Phillips recommends that a sufficient appropriation 
be made for payment of the Deputy Marshais 
who have served, although no appropriation was 
made, an estimate for which will be submitted to 
the Committee on Appropriations. The attention 
of Congress is called to the necessity of providing 
buitable accommodations for the Department of 
Justice, and much space is devoted to the Reform 
School and the United States Jail of the District of 
Volumbia. 
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THE “ FORGET-ME-NOT” INJUNCTION. 


A decision was handed down by Chief-. 


Judge Sedgwick, in the Superior Court, Special 
Term, yesterday, in the suit brought by Genevieve 
Ward against Theodore Moss and Lester: Wallack 
to establish her right to the exclusive control of 
the play “ Forget-me-Not,” and to restrain the de- 
fendants from producing said play. Judge Sedg- 
wick holds that the temporary injunction that had 
been granted should be made perpetual. It ap- 
peared irom the evidence submitted that the au- 
thors of ** Forget-me-Not,” Messrs. Herman Charles 
Merivale and Florence Crawford Grove, of London, 
sold to Genevieve Ward the right to represent the 
play for her own performances, she egreeing to 
give a royalty of £3 for each representation “ else- 
where.” A written contract was entered into be- 
tween the authors aforesaid and Miss Ward. This 
contract was executed prior to the contract under 
which the manager of Wallack’s Theatre claimed 
the right to produce the play in this City. The 
counsel for the latter argued on the trial that the 
word “elsewhere” applied only to other parts of 
the British domain, outside of London. Miss 
Ward's lawyers, however, maintained that it meant 
the whole wor)4. or wherever she was of a mind to 
go, The opinion of the Judge coincides with the 


Jatter view of thecase, He cited numerous authort- 
ties and precedents on which he based his con- 
clusions. In answer tothe argument of the de- 
fendants that the playrights could not undertake 
to sell so extensive a right in the play for a con- 
sideration comparatively so trifling, Judge Sedg- 
wick holds tnat the value of any play depends en- 
tirely upon its success, and that it cannot be truth- 
fully said that the success of ** Forget-Me-Not” was 
due alone to its intrinsic merits and not to the act- 
ing of Miss Ward. On the whole case the Judge 
says that there should be judgment forthe plaintiff, 
and her damages, if any, should be assessed by a 
Referee. Mr. John A. bird appeared for Miss 
Ward, and Mr. A. J. Dittenhoefer for Messrs. Wal- 
lack and Moss. 


TONNAGE FHES. 
kes 
JUIGE VAN HOESEN DECLARES THEM TO BE 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 

Among the decisions handed down in the 
Court of Common Pleas, General Term, yesterday, 
was one relating to the right of the Captain of the 
Port and the Harbor-masters to collect tonnage 
fees from vessels loading and unloading at this 
port. In the case of Chester S. Cole, as Captain of 
the Port of New-York, against Darius H. Johnson, 
an action was brought by Capt. Cole to recover 
from the defendant certain fees which, it was 
alleged, were due the plaintiff umder the statutes 


of the State of New-York. One of the statutes on 
which the plaintiff based his claim was chapter 256 
of the Laws of 1867, which provides that the Cap- 
tain of the Port “shall be entitled to collect once 
each year from the masters, owners, and con- 
signees of the Sound and river steam-boats, ferry- 
boats, barges, or other vessels of the United States 
which shal] be used or employed in the port of 
New-York, or which shall arrive at and load or un- 
load therein, the sum of 1}4per cent. per ton, to be 
computed on the tonnage expressed in the register 
or enrollment of such boat.” 

The defense urged that the claim of Capt. Cole 
was a tonnage tax, which the State of New-York 


is prohibited by the Constitution of the United ! 


States from imposing, and that the acts of the Le- 
gislature, under the authority of which the action 
was brought, are invalid, because unconstitutional. 
Judge Van Hoesen, who wrote the decision, cites 
certain cases in the United States Supreme Court, 
and says that any act of the Legislature of a State 
which lays a duty upon tonnage is void and of no 
effect unless consent to its enforcement be ob- 
tained from Congress. The actsof the Legislature 
which relate to this case give the Captain of the 
Port and the Harbor-masters a right to the fee, 
although the said officers may not render any ser- 
vice therefor, and, although a vessel may not touch 
ata wharf inthe district of New-York, she is ex- 

ected to pay such a fee. This is, in effect, claim- 
ng acontribution from the owners of the vessel 
for the privilege of arriving at and departing from 
the port. Such claims have been decided by the 
Supreme Court again and again to be illegal and 
unconstitutional. Ifit hal been the intent of the 
State Legislature to provide that the Harbor-mas- 
ters should be compensated for their labor, it would 
bave been proper and constitutional to fix a fee for 
the work actually performed. It is unlawful, how- 
ever, to impose atonnage duty on vessels for the 
purpose of paving officials without the leave of Con- 
gress. The judgment obtained by Capt. Cole at the 
trial term of the court was reversed. 
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A MILLION DOLLARS FOR LOUISIANA, 
From the New- Orleans Democrat, Dec. 2. 

We are told that Mr. Paul Tulane, the dis- 
tinguished philanthropist and public-spirited citi- 
zen, proposes to set aside a considerable portion of 
his great fortune for the establishment of a public 
school fund for this city similar to the Peabody 
fund. New-Orleans has been one of the luckiest 
cities and Loulsiana one of the most fortunate 
Statesin the Unioninthe matterof donations of 
this kind. Weare not only sharers in the munifi- 
cent bequest of Mr. Peabody, but the names of De 


Roxas, Girod, Milne, Fiske, Touro, and McDonogh 
are to be remembered as eitizens of New-Orleans 
who left magnificent donations te great public en- 
terprises. If their estates had been properly man- 
aged and their wishes properly carried out Louis- 
fana would to-day be better provided with schools, 
asylums,and hospitals than any country in theworld. 
But, versie gees pf nearly all these funds have 
been wasted and lost. The McDonogh bequest, if 
ithad been allowed to accumulate as its donor 
desired, would suffice to-day to educate every 
child in Louisiana without a cent of taxation from 
the people; but old McDonogh could not part with 
his money as long as he lived; he wanted to hoard 
it during his life, and, when that was impossible, 
sought to buy post-mortem fame withit. A small 
number of school-houses which bear his name are 
the only remnants of this immense fund that ought 
to have filled Louisiana with teacbers and acade- 
mies. Mr. Paul Tulane, it seems, proposes to avoid 
the difficulties and the legal squabbles that swal- 
lowed up such a large portion of the McDonogh 
estate by making his donation to the great cause 


of education during his life-time and by personally | 


seeing it administered. He proposes to donate 
$1,000,000 ag a school fund, to be admin- 
istered and expended by a board in much 
the same manner as the Peabody fund. The 
interest on this sum will be an immense 
aid to ourschools and enable us to improve oer 
educational system, something that poverty has 
hitherto prevented us from doing. Mr. Tulane is 
a native of New-dJersey. He came to New-Orleans 
many years ago, in the eayly days of the city, and 
established a clothing store on Chartres-street. He 
prospered in business, and very sensibly invested 
the money he made in real estate in the upper, or 
American, portion of the city. This property was 
then purchased for a mere song, Lut the growth of 
New-Orleaps soon made it very valuable, and Mr. 
Tulane thus became a millionaire. Having ae- 
quired a fortune, he retired from business, and 
nearly 30 years ago left New-Orleans for his na- 
tive State, where he settled down on a magnificent 
estate he had purchased there. But he has never 
forgotten New-Orleans or neglected its interests. 
He has always been a liberal contributor to all our 
charities and an earnest advocate of all schemes 
to benefit and develop the city.

MRS. COLEMAN'S SENTENCE. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Coleman, who was found 
guilty of manslaughter in tha third degree, in 
shooting and killing George T. Coles, was brought 
before Chief-Justice Davis yesterday for sentence. 
Although her cheeks were quite ruddy, she trem- 
bled violently, and, after taking her seat, applied 
her handkerchief to her eyes and displayed much 
emotion. The court-room was crowded with 
curious spectators. Clerk Sparks inauired if the 
prisoner had anything to say as to whether the sen- 
tence of the law should not be pronounced upon 
her. She shook her head in reply, and Judge Davis 
informed her that she might be seated, if she pre- 
ferred, while sentence was being imposed. Once 
more the white handkerchief went up to her 
eyes, and all of the time while the 
Judge was speaking she rocked backward 
and forward in her chair sobbing and moaning.

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FEARFUL GALES AT SEA. 


STORMY VOYAGES OF THE WAESLAND AND 
OTHER VESSELS. 


The steam-ship Waesland, of the Red Star 
Line, arrived from Antwerp yesterday after a tem- 
pestuous voyage of 22 days. She sailed on Nov. 12, 
and onthe 15th a heavy westerly gale was encoun- 
tered. Seas broke over the decks, stove in the 
doors of the steerage companionway, and smashed 
the skylight of the second cabin. On the 18th it 

lew a hurricane, and the ship labored fearfully in 
the tremendous sea that wasthenon. A portion 


of the bridge wa~ broken and carried away, and a 
life-boat was destroyed. The storm was very ape | 
on the 2ist, but on the following day it was still 
more furious, and everything movable was swept 
from the decks. Two life-boats were lost, and the 
tables in the smoking-room were washed out of their 
sockets. A sailor was swept from the bridge and 
broke his leg. Several sails were blown away. The 
night which followed was a terrible one. Next 
morning the after coupling bolts in the main shaft 
were broken, and the engines were stopped for 
12 hours whiie repairs were being made. In the 
meantime the ship rolled in the trough of the sea 
like a log, and her decks were under 
water almost constantly. On the 25th the ship 
again stopped because some of the machinery got 
out of order. It took several hours to make the 
repairs. Another violent gale was experienced on 
the 27th, when two life-boats on the port quarter 
were injured and the steerage was flooded. The 
passengers were compelled to remain below during 
the entire voyage. But few of the officers or sea- 
men on board the Waesland could remember a 
more severe passage. The Italy, of the National 
Line, from Liverpool, which alsoarrived vesterday, 
met with extremely violent weather. Heavy seas 
beset her, and the decks were constantly flooded, 
while at times the wind blew with hurricane force. 
Two of the life-boats were lost. The steerage pas- 
sepgers were obliged to remain below nearly the 
whole time, because the decks were so frequently 
flooded. Capt. Gaides, of the German ship Comet, 
from Antwerp, reports having been 26 days west of 
the Banks of Newfoundland beating aguinst west- 
erly gales. The storms were very violent, and 
several of the sails were blown away. 
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SUIT AGAINST AN INSURANCE COMPANY. 
Some time ago Mrs. John M. Armstrong, for 


the murder of whose husband Benjamin Hunter 
was hanged in Camden, N. J., a few years ago, 
commenced suit against the New-York Mutual Life 


Insurance Company to recover $26,000, the amount 
of a policy of insurance on the life of the murdered 


man, issued, as the company claim, at the instance 
of his murderer, who expected to get the money. 
The trial of the case was begun yesterday 
before Judge Wheeler, in the United States 
Circuit Court, Brooklyn. Counsel for the plaintiff, 
after briefly opening the case, without any allusion 
to the murder, called William McKellor, an uncle 
of the murdered man, by whom he proved Arm- 
strong’s death. Proof was next putin of application 
for the policy, its issuance, and of the letters of ad- 
ministration granted to Armstrong’s widow. 
The court then adjourned until this morning. 
The defense expects to prove that Armstrong 
never had any real interest in the policy the 
amount of which his widow is now suing to re- 
cover. They claim that the policy was obtained 
with fraudulent intent by Hunter, who had planned 
to kill Armstrong and thus secure the money. Mrs. 
Armstrong and one of her sons were present in 
court during the proceedings. 
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BOSTONS DEBT TO TRE COUNTRY BOY.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, increasing cloudi- 
ness, followed by rain, easterly, veering to 
warmer southerly, winds, lower barometer. 





Mr. Kerrer, of Ohio, was elected Speaker 
of the House by 148 votes, against 129 cast 
for the Democratic and 8 for the Greenback 
candidate. The majority represents one 
‘vote more than an absolute majority of the 
House, and was made up of 145 Republicans, 
2 Readjusters from Virginia, and Mr. Srrn, 
of Brooklyn, usually classed asa Greenback- 
er. In his remarks previous to taking the 
chair, Mr. Kzrrer Jaid considerable stress 
on the fact that in neither branch of 
Congress can any party command a majori- 
ty over all. It is difficult to see why 
this should be regarded as an evidence 
af the decline of party spirit, however 
mauch party lines may be effaced by the 
settlement of questions vitally affecting 
the national existence or rendered less bind- 
ing by the purely business character of 
most of the work awaiting Congress. Had 
Mr. KEIrer gone a little more deeply into 
the subject he might have been able to 
point out that on the practical issues to 
avhich he would like to confine the attention 
of the House there is nothing which can be 
called party principles at all, and thatit only 
needs a genera! apprehension of the impor- 
tance of such issues to rudely disturb the ex- 
isting party equipoise or to show that it is 
rather apparent than real. 

A great influx of, bills and petitions marked 
the opening of the regular session of the 
Senate. Most of the bills were old, and a 
few of them important, like Mr. Becx’s 
free ship measure, Mr. SHerman’s 3 per 
cent. bond act, and!the Geneva award, Mis- 
sissippi improvement, and national educa- 
tion fund bills. The necessity for revising 
the methods of ascertaining the Presidential 
vote was recognized by the proposal to re- 
mit the subject toa special committee in 
jJefault of a report from the stand- 
‘ng committee to which it had been 
referred. Considering that there is 
enough suggested legislation already be- 
fore the Senate to occupy its time for the 
rest of the session, it would hardly repay 
trouble to keep very close track of the bills 
which will daily add to the mass which has 
been duly referred to the appropriate com- 
mittees. It will, however, require no great 
amount of industry or energy on the part of 
the Senate as now organized to distinguish 
Its disposal of these measures very favor- 
ably in comparison with that of the pre- 
ceding session. 


Mr. SHeRMAN’s Dill for the disposal of 
the extended bonds authorizes the Secretary 
or any Assistant Treasurer of the United 
3tates to receive lawful money to the 
amount of $50, or any multiple of that sum, 
and to issue in exchange therefor an equal 
amount of registered or coupon bonds of 
the United States, beartng interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent. per ennum, such bonds 
10 be exempt from all taxation and to be 
payable at the Treasury after Jan. 1, 1887. 
The proceeds of such hends must be de- 
voted wholly to the redemption of the 84 
per cent, bonds, and their amount is limited 


to $300,000,000. This is in substance a 
proposition to take care of that amount of 
84 per cent. bonds for five years at 3 per 
cent., if the current rate of interest will ad- 
mit of it. It is to be regarded rather asa 
presentation of the subject than as a sug- 
gestion for its adequate treatment. The 
views of the new, Secretary of the Treasury 
and of the President on this matter wil! be 
awaited with interest. 


The bill introduced in the Senate yester- 
day by Senator Mruuer, of California. for 
the regulation of Chinese immigration, is 
merely a provision to give life and force to 
the clauses of the new treaty with China. 
Many people have seemed to think that the 
treaty would carry out its own stipulations 
and provisions, subject only to municipal 
regulation. But the treaty will be a 
dead letter until its provisions are 
put into a statutory form by Con- 
gress. The agreement that certain classes 
of Chinese immigrants shall be forbidden to 
enter our ports, and that certain others shall 
freely come and go, it is expected, will be 
the subject of national legislation. The 
purpose of Senator MILuER’s bill, we take 
it, is to enact into a law the treaty provi- 
sions. It is noticeable that the terms of the 
bill are precisely those of the treaty in the 
description of persons to be excluded from 
and persons to be admitted into the United 
States. 


It is remarkable how often the Brooklyn 
Bridge Directors find it necessary to change 
the plans of that much-delayed structure. 
And whatever be the condition of the mar- 
ket for labor or materials, the changes all de- 
mand more money. The President of the 
board, who had supposed that enough 
money had been provided to fin- 
ish the bridge according to _ present 
plans, now finds that the additional demand 
for 1,200 tons of steel must be supplemented 
by a call on the Legislature for another 
$300,000. If the plans for an_ ele- 
vated railroad over the bridge are 
adopted $200,000 more will be needed. 
It seems that the additional weight of steel 
was called for because the engineer was 
forced, against his own judgment, to change 
the plans so as to permit the safe transit 
of Pullman cars between the two cities. 
Far-reaching as may have been _ the 
views of the gentlemen who ordered 
this change, there is a growing im- 
pression that there isa certain element of 
speculative railroading which has acquired 
altogether too much influence over the 
bridge management. The bridge never was 
intended to carry heavy railroad traffic, and 
there are suggestions of danger as well as of 
jobbery in these late efforts to adapt it to 
uses which its designer never dreamed of. 








THE STA1H OF THE CURRENCY. 

Only those who have watched in detail 
the course of the currency and of banking 
operations will be prepared for the state- 
ments in the report of Mr. Knox, the Con- 
troller of the Currency. The most striking 
changes have taken place in the amount of 
coin, or the equivalents of coin, in the circu- 
lation. The total increase in the circulating 
medium, outside of the Treasury and 
the banks, during the year covered 
by the report has been $140,056,782. 
The total increase since the resumption 
of specie payments in January, 1879, has 
been $330,053,217, by which it will be seen 
that the past 12 months have contributed 
more than 42 per cent. of the increase 
for 34 months. The increase of the cur- 
rency, including that in the Treasury, has 
been even more remarkable, having reached 
in the year preceding Nov. 1, $152,912,876, 
of which a little over two-thirds, or $108,- 
686,279, was gold, $27,716,454 was sil- 
ver, and $16,510,143 was  bank-notes. 
If from this statement for the past 
year we turn to the statistics for the 
whole period since the resumption of specie 
payments we shall be even more profoundly 
impressed with the vastness of the changes 
which have taken place in this regard. From 
the ist of January, 1879, to the 1st of No- 
vember, 1881, the currency increased $400, - 
274,983. This was divided between gold, 
$284, 258,845; silver, $79,453,562, and bank- 
notes, $36,552,576. The legal-tender notes 
remain the same. The total amount of cur- 
rency has thus advanced from $1,055,356, 619 
to $1,455,631, 602. 

There are indications of no small signifi- 
cance in the report of the Controller of the 
Currency as to the effect which this unpre- 
cedented increase in the circulating medium 
has had upon the operations of the banks. 
On the ist of October the loans of the banks 
were $1,169,022,304, an increase within the 
year of $132,000,000. Atthe same time the 
total deposits had advanced within the year 
$225,725,495, reaching the hitherto un- 
paralleled amount of  $1,381,852,887. 
“The loans and deposits,’’ says the 
Controller, ‘‘for each year since re- 
sumption on Jan. 1, 1879, have increased 
largely in each group of banks, while the 
cash reserves in each are being gradually di- 
minished. It is evident that these deposits 
consist, to a much greater extent than usual, 
of the avails of loans placed to. the credit of 
dealers. This exhibit shows that the banks 
are rapidly expanding, and there are many 
indications that this rapid increase is not the 
resuit of legitimate business, but of venture- 
some speculation, largely consequent upon 
the importation of coin and increased issues 
of silver certificates and bank-notes.’’ This, 
from Mr. Knox, who is not usually inclined 
to take a gloomy, or even an over-cautious, 
view of the condition of the banks, 
must be regarded as a distinct note of warn- 
ing to which, however, there is very little 
probability that either the banks or the pub- 
lic will give heed. They will realize the 
danger to which they are exposing them- 
selves only when it is upon them, and when 
it is too late to draw back. It is as difficult 
for bankers as for most other business 
men to regard their transactions from 
a stand-point that reveals their gen- 
eral tendency. Each transaction is judged 
by itself, and the standard rather 
relaxes than otherwise with the course of 
affairs. Yet, nothing could be more plain 
than that we are entering—have already 
entered, in fact—on the first stage of an ex- 
pansion of credit which will inevitably be 
followed by a contraction as great as the ex- 
pansion and as sudden as that is gradual. 

Mr. Kxox recommends that the limitation 
of loans to any one borrower, which at pres- 
ent is 10 per cent. of the capital stock. be 


extended to 10 per cent. of the capital and 
surolus; that loans on warchouse receipts 
and United States bonds be excepted; that 
loans on stocks and bonds be allowed up to 
15 per cent. of capital and surplus, and that 
some penalty short of the forfeiture of the 
charter be affixed to a violation of 
the law. These recommendations are, 
perhaps, reasonable, because it has 
been focnd, in practice, that the 
rresent limitations are not observed, 
and that the penalty of a complete closing 
of the bank is so severe as to be difficult of 
enforcement. An extension of the limits, 
even though considerable, and a practicable 
means of compelling their observance would 
be more desirable than stricter nominal 
limits that are not maintained. 

But there is another form of evasion of 
the laws which Mr. Knox does not notice, 
and which certainly demands his attention. 
We refer to the certification of brokers’ 
checks when there is not an actual deposit 
to meet them. The precise terms on which 
this is done are not generally known, and 
undoubtedly vary somewhat with the differ- 
ent banks which indulgein the practice. But 
that it is done, in direct violation of the five 
thousand two hundred and eighth section of 
the Revised Statutes, every day, and bya 
number of banks, there is very little room to 
doubt. It may be answered to this that no 
serious loss has ever been incurred by such 
practice; but it is not a question of present 
loss, or even of protection against loss in 
the future; it is a question of a distinct 
provision of the law which is habitually 
violated. But, as a matter of fact, there is 
very great danger involved in it, which is 
shown by the refusal of the more con- 
servative banks to .engage in it. In 
effect this certification of brokers’ checks, 
without funds, is a loan by the bank 
without security, and sometimes it is a loan 
of much greater amount than is permitted 
by the statutes to any one person or firm. It 
would be more consistent for the Controller, 
in his peculiarly delicate position, to seek 
some rational and prudent settlement of this 
question than to seek to extend the limit of 
individual loans. 

DEMOCRATIC BICKERINGS. 

Nothing can more forcibly illustrate the 
general demoralization that is gradually 
overtaking the Democratic Party than the 
political troubles in Ohio. It looks as if we 
were not likely to hear the last of the Book- 
walter contest for a longtimeto come. The 
canvassis long sinceover. The Republicans 
gained the victory. The Democrats need 
not have been disappointed, for Ohio is not 
a Democratic State, and there was no good 
reason why the Democracy should have 
elected their candidate last Autumn. But, 
although months have passed since the votes 
were counted and declared, and time 
might be supposed to have assuaged the 
sorrows of the defeated, continual Jamenta- 
tions arise from the Democratic camp, and 
the factions are accusing each other. Both 
parties to this family quarrel are trying to 
fasten the responsibility of the late defeat 
upon some person or persons. This is what 
Democrats are doing everywhere. It is 
thought that the healing balm for Demo- 
cratic woes will be found when the true 
cause of Democratic defeat shall be made 
known. The weakness cannot be cured until 
the precise seat of the disorder is ascer- 
tained. In Ohio the defeat of BookKwWALTER 
and (incidentally) the Democratic Party is 
just now being discussed with more acerbity 
than ever. 

BooKWALTER’s friends warmly assert that 
he was treated shamefully in the late can- 
vass, and that the ‘‘mossbacks”’ simply let 
him alone to elect himself as best he could. 
‘*Where,’’ cries one of his adherents and 
managers, ‘‘ where were GEORGE JEWELL, 
Henry B. Payne, GEorGk H. PENDLETON, 
ALLEN G. TouRMAN, and Jonn G. Tuomp- 
son when BooKWALTER was fighting the 
battles of the Democracy?’ Where, in- 
deed, for they were not standing, in the fine 
old Democratic manner, shoulder to shoul- 
der with BooxwaLTer. They had gone 
home to see how the party candi- 
date would manage to elect himself. 
Why should these old line Democrats 
profess for BookwaLTEeR an enthusiasm 
which they did not have and could not 
possibly manufacture? The men who rule 
the Democratic Party in Ohio are men 
who have grown gray in the business of 
politics. They are as truly Bourbon as any 
of their mossbacked brethren in Kentucky. 
With BookwaLTeR and with the men who 
nominated him they had no sympathy and 
no bond of union. The nomination of 
BooKWALTER was in the nature of an insur- 
rection against the old party managers. 
BooKWALTER was the standard-bearer of 
what is calied in Ohio the Young Democra- 
cy. The result was a failure of the revolt. 
The smoke of the conflict had not cleared 
away when the Bourbon press openly reviled 
the late candidate of the Democracy and 
charged upon him all respousibility for the 
defeat. 

But itis not in the present dissensions of 
the Ohio Democracy that we sce evidence 
of a prevailing political demoralization so 
much as in the causes that led to Boox- 
WALTER’S nomination. Men like THomp- 
son, PENDLETON, and THurRMAN have ruled 
the Ohio Democracy for many years. The 
younger men have become impatient with 
this pertinacious retention of power in the 
party which denies them all advancement. 
They looked around them and lighted on 
BooKWALTER, who is not past the mid- 
dle of life, who has a plenty of money, 
and whose Democracy is so young 
that it is not certain whether he 
ever voted the Democratic ticket. It 
was reported and belie¥ed that he was 
ready to spend a great deal of money 
in order to be elected. It was commonly 
reported that he did spend money to secure 
the nomination from the convention. He 
was nominated with a wild hurrah of ex- 
citement. Then the file-leaders went home 
and waited for developments. The ‘‘ma- 
chine’? men held themselves aloof and 
watched the canvass with unaffected in- 
terest. Virtually they said: ‘‘ You have 
nominated yourself. Now let us see you 
elect yourself.””’ BookwALTER managed his 
own canvass. Itis complained that hespent 
his own money, and spent it foolishly. He 
would have nothing to do with the State 
Central Committee, and the State Gommit- 
tee would have nothing to do with him. 

The least said about political principles in 
an Ohio election the hatter. But Foster 


-tion’’ without this extra power. 


did represent a successful, dignified, and 
economical administration. He was fairly 
entitled to a re-election if faithful service 
and official integrity count at all in such a 
canvass. The nomination of Mr. Boox- 
WALTER was just such a makeshift as Gen. 
Hancock’s was. BookwaLTEeR seemed to 
possess the attribute of availability. He was 
so recently a Republican that it was be- 
lieved by his friends that he would catch Re- 
publican votes. He was rich, and money 
was needed in the canvass. He would 
give the rank and file of the party 
that opportunity to rebuke the Bour- 
bon managers for which it was sup- 
posed they had long’ been waiting. 
In all this there was not a spark of political 
principle, nothing of devotion to what are 
cantingly termed ‘‘the time-honored doc- 
trines of the Democratic Party.’’ The en- 
tire business was as false and fraudulent as 
Mr. TiLpEn’s post-election canvass of 
1876-7. So far as the future of the Demo- 
cratic Party in Ohio is concerned, if it has 
any future, it is uncertain whether Boox- 
WALTER’S election or his defeat could do 
the party the greatest injury. His defeat 
has alienated still more widely the jarring 
factions. His election would have been the 
overthrow of the managing ring, whose 
members have so long controlled the party 
that their enforced retirement would be 
quite as calamitous as that which has hap- 
pened. In any case, party disintegration 
had already begun. 





LAWLESSNESS IN IRELAND. 

The Irish no rent agitators are proving 
themselves more than a match for the Gov- 
ernment. They have of late employed their 
peculiar tactics with unusual vigor and ef- 
fectiveness, while the executive authorities, 
since the arrest of PARNELL and his fellow- 
conspirators and the proclamation of the 
Land League, have been disappointingly 
inactive. The cowardly and abominable 
crimes by which the agitators are seeking 
to terrorize the landlords and all tenants 
not of their way of thinking can, of course, 
be spoken of only with unsparing condem- 
nation. They make the Irish race partners 
with the Spanish in the odious reputation 
the latter bear for proneness to crimes of 
cruelty and cowardice. But it cannot be 
denied that they have chosen a course which 
is extremely perplexing to the Government 
and difficult to meet. These agrarian 
outrages occurring almost nightly through- 
out half a dozen counties are vastly more 
troublesome to those whom a large part of 
the Irish people now consider their enemies 
than open outbreaks and armed rebellion 
would be. The arm of the law seems to 
be paralyzed in Ireland, and neither 
Mr. Forster, Mr. Guabstonsg, nor any of 
her Majesty’s advisers are able to suggest a 
remedy—at least, not an immediate remedy. 
The advanced Liberal, or Radical, view of 
the situation is thus expressed by the Fall 
Mali Gazette: ‘We may have to wait three 
years before the beginning of the subsidence 
of the present ferment. We should prepare 
our minds and shape our policy accordingly.”’ 

This is singular language. ‘‘The present 
ferment’? means such crimes as that at 
Carrowgiul, where two hundred cattle graz- 
ing on a farm were mutilated; such as the 
blowing up of a porter’s lodge near Lim- 
erick, and the ripping open of three cows of 
a rent-paying farmer in County Cork; such 
as the fatal assault upon a farmer in Aughavas, 
County Leitrim, who had paid his rent, and 
upon three rent-paying tenants of Lord Krn- 
MARE, who were fired upon by armed men 
at night. In short, it means the killing of 
men and women, the inhuman maiming 
of stock, and the burning of houses 
and barns, crimes which are of 
nightly occurrence in Leitrim, Mayo, 
Connaught, Leinster, Galway, Munster, 
Cork, and in some parts of Ulster. Is the 
Government going to wait three years for 
the ‘‘subsidence”’ of this ‘‘ ferment’? ? The 
trouble is at present increasing at a rate 
which certainly indicates that the beginning 
of the period of subsidence is at least three 
years off. The Cabinet, itis said, will hold no 
more meetings this year. The affairs of Ire- 
land are now administered by means of ‘“‘ in- 
formal conferences’? between Mr. Guap- 
stone and Mr. Forster. The Irish Execu- 
tive, itis reported, confines his proposals, for 
the present, ‘‘to patience and perseverance 
and stern dealing with the no rent agitation as 
a criminal organization.’’ Patience and per- 
severance are commendable traits. The 
chi'dren’s primers tell us this. But Mr. 
Forster has no child’s play before him in 
Ireland. Heroic and serious work is de- 
manded of him, and the only preparation he 
has made is in providing for extra Constabu- 
lary. 

Why does the Government hesitate to 
suspend the right of trial by jury in the case 
of these agrarian outrages? This is a grave 
step, to be sure. There is no right to which 
the subjects of the British Crown attach 
greater importance, none they so jealous- 
ly guard against all infringement. But 
there is really nothing else for the 
Government to do. Mr. Forsrzr can make 
no headway in his proceedings against the 
no rent agitation ‘‘asa criminal organiza- 
It is ac- 
knowledged by every sensible man in 
England that it is a waste of time to 
try an Irish prisoner charged with offenses 
which involve questions of the rights and 
wrongs of tenants before an Irish jury. The 
select committee of the House of Lords ap- 
pointed to inquire into the working of the 
Irish jury laws reported that it is idle 
to expect juries in many counties 
of Ireland to find a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the evidence in cases arising 
out of disputes about the occupation of 
land. In the inquest at Belmullet the other 
day, the witnesses swore that Constable 
SuLLIvAN had fired upon the crowd after 
the order to cease firing had been given, and 
in the face of other testimony which proved 
this to be false, the jury found SuLLIvan 
guilty of the murder of a woman who was 
killed in the riots. This shows the spirit of 
Irish juries. 

One of two things the Government must 
do—either be ‘‘ patient and persevering” 
while the barbarous murders and mutilation 
go on, or else proceed to summary meas- 
ures, untilit proves itself at least the equal in 
strength of the elements of disorder with 
which itis now helplessly contending. Sym- 
pathy springing from the wrongs of the Irish 
people is out of place when it stands between 
these rufflanly night-raiders and stern Brit- 
ish law. The good sense of the Irish 


people has failed them when they most 
needed it to protect them against the poison 
of Parnellism. Their trials have, been great, 
their temptations innumerable, but to treat 
crimes born of their resentment with mis- 
taken leniency would be the greatest injury 
the British Government could do them. 


SOISSORS. 

There is perhaps no one object in nature 
which brings to woman so much trouble and 
vexation as her scissors. Five per cent. of 
married women quarrel with their husbands 
and thirteen per cent. of all women quarrel 
with their best female friends over the ques- 
tion, Is the word scissors singular or plural ? 
When the hurried husband, anxious to cut 
the ragged edges of his wristbands before 
going to his business, cries out to his wife, 
‘‘ Gimme that scissors,’’ and she calmly re- 
plies, ‘‘ You should say ‘those scissors,’ my 
dear,’’ the peace of the household is threat- 
ened; and when the wife’s most intimate 
friend says to her, ‘I notice you always say 
‘those scissors,’ but Charles tells me that 
you should say ‘that scissors,’’’ the reply 
cuts asunder the friendship of many years. 

The chief trouble caused by scissors is 
not, however, due to their disputed gram- 
matical rank. It arises from the frequency 
with which they are lost. There is no do- 
mestic article—not even the tack-hammert, 
the bed-wrench, or the corkscrew—which 
disappears so constantly as does the scissors. 
Not a day passes in any industrious house- 
hold without at least one prolonged search 
for the scissors. Curiously enough, it is al- 
ways discovered by the one who wants the 
scissors that some one else has wickedly or 
carelessly mislaid them. ‘‘ Mary, you had 
my scissors last; now where are they ?’”’ or, 
*‘Susan, you didn’t give me back my scis- 
sors this morning; what did you do with 
them ?’’ are remarks which in substance are 
heard in nine houses out of ten every day in 
the year. Of the shy and vicious ways of 
scissors and their proneness to conceal them- 
selves little note is taken by the searcher, 
and her first and uniform impulse is to as- 
sume that her children, her mother, her sis- 
ter, or her visiting friend has wantonly lost 
the scissors. 

It is, nevertheless, well known that scis- 
sors lose themselves purposely, either through 
unconquerable shyness or ineradicable vi- 
ciousness. Many women, taking pattern by 
the habit which some men have of labeling 
their dogs with engraved collars, try to in- 
sure the safety of their scissors by attaching 
to them long red or blue ribbons. The plan 
is a useless one, even in the case of the dogs. 
It is assumed that when a dug has wandered 
from home and forgotten both his master’s 
name and residence, he will twist his head 
over his shoulders and refresh his memory 
by reading the inscription on his collar, after 
which he will gladly seek his home. Even 
were it possible for a dog to so twist his 
head as to read what is engraved on his 
collar—a feat which any anatomist will de- 
clare to be impossible—it does not follow 
that the dog would instantly be smitten with 
a desire to go home. Facts prove that dogs 
with engraved collars-lose themselves at 
least as frequently as other dogs, and that 
the collar is of no sort of use except as an 
ornament. Equally useless is the custom of 
tying a piece of ribbon to a pair of scissors. 
Were the ribbon attached to a ring in the 
wall, it would, of course, keep the scissors 
in confinement—that is, if 1t were strong 
enough—but as it is, the scissors simply 
carry the ribbon with them into hiding. 
Cases have been known of scissors which 
have concealed themselves in holes, into 
which they have carefully drawn every inch 
of their accompanying ribbons, and it is 
simply wonderful that women should still 
cling to the delusion that ribbon prevents 
the loss of scissors in the face of the count- 
less demonstrations that it does nothing of 
the kind. 

It is the belief of the best scientific men 
that scissors find the light very painful, and 
bury themselves under beds and behind ar- 
ticles of furniture in order to avoid the light. 
The justly famous Prof. Nasmythe, of Chi- 
cago, asserts that on one occasion he sur- 
prised a whole school of scissors in the act 
of concealing themselves. The scissors in 
question, of which there were six, belonged 
to Mrs. Nasmythe, and had been left by her, 
on retiring to bed, in her work-basket in the 
back parlor on the first floor of the house. 
The Professor on the evening in question 
had been attending the meeting of a scien- 
tific club, and returning home late at night, 
discovered the six scissors stealthily ascend- 
ing the third-story stairs on their way to 
the attic. They moved silently on their 
points and with their handles in the air, and 
when he caught them and placed them for 
safe-keeping in his bureau drawer they re- 
mained perfectly motionless. They were 
found in the drawer the next morning, and 
Mrs. Nasmythe does not yet know how they 
came there. 

Having thus discovered that scissors move 
by alternately advancing their points, the 
Professor has invented a variety of scissors 
which he claims cannot move. The two 
blades are made precisely alike, each having 
a double edge, and are put together with a 
spring clasp. When not in use, the blades 
are separated, and as neither blade can move 
by itself—any more than a one-legged man 
can walk—neither can run away. Three 
months ago he provided Mrs. Nasmythe 
with twelve interchangeable blades, not one 
of which has ever been missed so long as the 
blades were separated when laid in the work- 
basket. One pair of blades was, however, 
carelessly laid down while fastened together, 
and disappeared in the course of the day so 
completely that not a trace of either of the 
blades has ever since been found. The se- 
curity against loss which the new style of 
scissors thus gives will necessarily make 
them very popular, and Prof. Nasmythe, 
who has patented his invention, will grow 
rich in money and in the gratitude of count- 
less thankful women. 


The data furnished by the Fire Commission- 
ers in response to the Mayor's letter of inquiry re- 
specting the present working force and needs of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection certainly ex- 
hibits a striking lack of facilities for the proper dis- 
charge of the important duties of the department. 
It appears that there are now in progress of erec- 
tion in the City 2,160 new buildings, and 265 are un- 
dergoing repairs in one way or another. Tho duty 
of inspecting and watching these edifices falls upon 
the shoulders of but 18 examiners, Thus, each one 
of these men, who are paid, excepting in one in- 
stance, but $900 a year, is required to look after 134 
buildings. This number is obviously so great 
as to render it well-nigh impossible that 
prover vizilance and care should be ex- 


ercised in guarding against faulty construe- 
tion in every case. Jt also appears that 
while the increase in the building during the pres- 
ent year is 33 per cent. over that of 13 years pre- 
ceding, and the duties of the bureau proportion- 
ately multiplied, the money appropriated to defray 
the expenses of the bureau is much less than half 
the average granted during the same period of 13 
years. It has thus been necessary to greatly re- 
duce the number of its active employes; although 
this has been done, the Commissioners claim, with 
as little detriment to the efficiency of the bureau 
as was possible under the circumstances. In their 
suggestions as to the changes necessary to bring 
the bureau up to a thoroughly efficient department, 
the Commissioners recommend that the corps of 
examiners be increased to 42 and their salaries 
placed at $1,500 and $1,200 per annum, an amount 
which they think more adequate and just compen- 
sation than the present sums of $1,000 and $900 
per year. They also think that the Chief Inspector 
should have an assistant at a salary of $2,500 
a year and that the rate of compensation 
of some of the clerks of the bureau should be in- 
creased. On this latter pomt there may reason- 
ably exist a difference of opinion, but there can be 
no question as to the advisability of increasing the 
ranks of the examiners to a number requisite for 
the cautious and diligent performance of the re- 
sponsible task of building examination. 
me 
The sale of the Sunderland libarry has natu- 
rally directed attention to the seller and his familv. 
The first Duke of Martsoroven had but one son, 
who died of small-pox at Cambridge, a loss 
which was the bitterest his father ever experienced, 
for the Duke thought nothing of feminine descend- 
‘ants, and albeit a patent of peerage was granted 
making the dukedom descend to his daughters 
in succession, with the remainder to their sons, he 
died a disappointed man. The only son of his 
eldest daughter died without issue, and hence the 
dukedom passed to the son of his second daughter, 
who had married Spencer, Earl of Sunderland. 
From him the present Duke isdescended. As Lord 
SUNDERLAND married the Marlborough heiress his 
father left the patrimonial Spencer estates to his 
younger son Jonn. This Jonn was the pet grand- 
son of the termagant old Duchess Saran, whose 
will made him about the richest commoner, in 
point of ready money, in the land, and 
thus a large share of the Marlborough 
hoards were diverted from the dukedom. 
None of the Dukes of Martnorovucn except the 
first have been men of mark, unless for bad quali- 
ties, except the present peer, who is a very respect- 
able man, and none of them have married money. 
One or two of them have been greatly embar- 
rassed—so much so that an effort was made on one 
occasion to sell the celebrated service of solid gold 
plate which by act of Parliament goes with the duke- 
dom—but the Duke’s father became in his latter 
days penurious, farmed with great success at Blen- 
heim, and was credited, whether rightly or wrong- 
ly, with a considerable addition to his income made 
by the fees charged for showing the house and 
grounds, which are immensely costly to keep up, 
entailing probably an expenditure not less than 
$60,000 a year. The present peer nas not been ex- 
travagant, but he has a ne’er-do-weel first-born who 
has cost him ‘‘a power of money,” and as he does 
not care for fine books himself, and feels sure that 
his heir cares for them less, he probably thinks it 
better to turn them into cash. Tne library at 
Blenheim cannot compare with that at Althorpe, 
belonging to his kinsman, Lord Spencer, which is 
thé finest private collection in England. It was 
chiefly fermed by the grandfather of the present 
peer, who, partly through his love of rare books, 
left a tremendousiy burdened estate for his son, 
the famous Lord AttHorrr, Lord Grey's hench- 
man in the Reform bill, to clear, and he cleared it.

The familiar saying, ‘“‘As easy as water 
through a sieve,” fitly describes the manner in 
which prisoners too frequently elude the custody 
of the officers of the Police Court squads and es- 
cape from custody. The lack of efficiency in these 
expensive bodies of public servants has frequently 
impressed itself upon the notice of those having 
business at the courts, and was again strikingly 
illustrated in the Tombs Police Court yesterday. 
A Police officer brought to the court two men 
eharged with grand larceny, and allowed them to 
stand by the railing which incloses that part of the 
room set apart for that purpose while he was en- 
gaged stating his arrest to a clerk. The necessary 
papers had been drawn up ready for action 
by the magistrate, with the exception of 
taking the names of the accused as a step 
toward completing the affidavit. The officer 
turned round to call the prisoners to him, when it 
was discovered that one of them was missing. An 
investigation was made, which revealed the fact 
that the missing accused man had literally walked 
out of the court, without arousing the suspicion or 
encountering the opposition of any of the court 
squad officers. It appears thatthe Police officer 
had relied upon the latter to guard his charges, 
while the court officers on their part depended 
upon the arresting officer to discharge that im- 
portant task. The result was it became practi- 
cally nobody's business to watch the man, and no- 
body attending to it, the prisoner had consequently 
no difficulty whatever in getting away. The fugi- 
tive was recaptured after some hours of effort, but 
thatis not the point. The same incident has oc- 
curred in the same court before under the 
same circumstances, and it lays bare a de- 
fect which is noted in all the Police courts 
and calls for prompt remedial action from the 
Police Commissioners, who kave the authority 
to reform the business. There are more thana 
dozen officers detailed on special duty in the court 
in question, and in addition a Sergeant and a 
Roundsman are also in attendance in command. 
The former is frequently absent from his post, as 
he was at the time of the escape, and the Rounds- 
man is generally apparently busy in his private 
office. The result is that the duty of guarding the 
avenues of ingress and egress is discharged ina 
very perfunctory manner, indeed, and virtually 
amonnts to no vigilance whatever.

For an equivalent in Scotland to what are 
calied politics in most other lands, one must go to 
the disputes of theologians.

These views, to judge from the speeches 
made at the meeting, are that the present establish 
ment is not at allan establishment in numbefs or 
in dignity, but a caricature of one; that it repre- 
sents a minority of the people of Scotland; that it 
uses its pecuniary resources in order to increase its 
membership: that the state of its doctrine and dis- 
cipline is scandalous; that it does not maintain 
Presbyterianism in honor and credit; that it has 
practices which are prelatical and ritualistic, 
and that it hinders the Free Church in its 
efforts to overtake the destitute population, the 
influence of landlords being used throughout the 
country to weaken, and in some cases to extin- 
guish, the Free Church. By the passage of certain 
resolutions at a private conference at Edinburgh, 
it was understood that all who approved them 
were pledged to support for Parliament only such 
candidates as would uphold them. Meanwhile, 
the Free Church itself is not escaping the attacks 
to which its heresy-hunting has laid it open. There 
are said, with grim humor, to be many persons who 
have concluded that the establishment, if valuable 
for no other purpose, should at least be retained as 
a refuge for freedom of thought, and it is pointed 
out that the Free Church has somewhat clearly in- 
dicated its own estimate of the relative importance 
of disestablishment and heresy-hunting in the 
members who have interested themselves in the 
two subjects. On the Robertson Smith case, there 
were 472 members who voted; but disestablish- 
ment brought together only 145. Of course, the in- 
ference is not fair, because in the one case the 
feeling was at its height, whereas in the other it 
has only begun, but it fairiy well shows the readi- 
ness with which the movement can be attacked 
with satire.

Another consignment of Australian meat 
has reached London in a frozen state from Sydney, 
and the condition of it is pronounced excellent. 
Each quarter of beef and every sheep was sewed 
in a white cloth, and when the wrappers were re 
moved in London the hard meat “looked as clean 
and fresh-colored as if it had just come froma 
butcher’s shop.” Of beef there were 1,033 quarters, 
of sheep, 1,469 carcases—in all about 116 tons of 
meat. 

Returns recently made of the earnings of 
pilot-boats attached to the port of Liverpool indl- 
cate a smal! but steady increase from year to 
year. For the quarter ending on Sept. 30 last the 
gross earnings were £17,918 18s. 6d., against £17,- 
751 2s. 9d. in the corresponding quarter of 1880, 
and £15,887 8s. 1d. in the same period the year be- 
fore. For the full year ending on Sept. 20 the 
total was £69,792 17s. 9d., against £67,384 7s. 8a. in 
1880 and £60,094 16s. 3d. in 1879. 


The serious illness with which the Grand 
Duke of Baden was reeently afflicted was typhoid 
On hearing how critical his state was the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Sweden 
hastened to Carlsrnhe from Stockholm, the Em- 
press postponed her departure for Coblenz, and the 
Hereditary Grand Duke went home from his regi: 
ment at Potsdam, having been invested with the 
temporary charge of the Government during his 
father'siliness. Apart from the Emperor William, 
it is said that no ruler in Germany is more beloved 
by his people than this Grand Duke. 


Public meetings have already begun to be 
held in London to express indignation at the scan- 
dalous disclosures made in the management of St. 
Paul's Industrial School. Thus far the only official 
action that has been takenin the case {fs a letter 
from the Home Secretary to the School Board with- 
drawing from the school the Government certifi- 
cate. By this act the school will cease to exist as 
soon as the necessary steps can be taken for the 
removal of the childrento other institutions where 
they can be properly cared for. 


Raffaele Rubattino, to whom Italy is deeply 
indebted for what he did to restore her ancient en- 
terprise on the sea, is dead at Genoa, his native 
place. Beginning trade in a humble way, he 
brought to his life work in his best years an extraor- 
dinary industry, and was always more of a patriot 
than a man of personal ambition to succeed in 
coramercial pursuits. In 1859 he was at the head of 
acompany which ran boats from Genoa to Sar 
dinia, but he gradually extended his lines until! they 
included all the Mediterranean ports, the Black 
Sea, the Red Sea, and even portsin India. The 
fortune he left was a modest one, It was with two 
of his steamers—the Piedmont and the Lombardo— 
that Garibaldi in 1860 transported his men to 
Marsala. 


Mr. Webb, the English cutler, has just died 
leaving a fortune of nearly $1,000,000, and it is be- 
lieved that a large part of it he would never have 
accumulated but for the novel plan he hit upon 
for advertising. It was due to his own personal 
suggestion that the firm of which he was a member 
embarked upon a continuous and enormous adver- 
tising system inthe days when hansom cabs first 
came into use. He bor ght for alittle money the right 
to display his advertisements on the splash boards of 
the cabs, and the name of Mappin & Webb for a long 
period was as familiar to the eyes of Londoners as 
the two-wheelers themselves. Four or five hun- 
dred of these cabs, with the firm name upon them 
in faded letters, are still running. 


There appears to be little doubt that Cyprus 
has somewhat improved in its commercial welfare 
since England established her anthority over it. It 
would perhaps be more a subject for surprise if 
this were not so than itis one for comment since it 
is the case, for British rule as against Turkish was 
soc ertain to be a change for the better. Cyprians, 
then, have reason to congratulate themselves if 
Englishmen, who derive as yet no substantial ben- 
efit from their possession, have none. During the 
year 1880 both the imports and the exports of the 
island inereased—the {mports from Great Britain 
steadily—while the state of the currency ts pro 
nounced by the High Commissicner to have been 
“exceedingly satisfactory.” The plague of locusts, 
however, has not been removed; efforts against 
them have been only partially successful, the odd¢ 
being heavy so long as the insects reproduce them 
selves fifty-fold every year.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


“THE LIGHTS O’ LONDON.” 

This play, which has seen remarkable suc- 
pess in Englund, was produced at the Cnion-Square 
Theatre last night, and was greeted wib many 
bursts of applause. The .beautiful scenery in 
which it was exhibited received still hearticr 
applause. But the play, if not entirely worthy 
pf the scenery, is a good melodrama of a higher 
than average quality, aud occasionally of sound 
Interest. It has a certain bold honesty, a broad 
pioturesqueness, and some fine touches of reality. 
Its faults are the old, wearisome faults of melo- 
drama. “The Lights 0’ London” was brought 
put under the direction of Mr. Charles 
Cuthcart, of the Princess’s Theatre; its au- 
thor is Mr. G. R. Sims, hitherto known as a 
journalist and as an adventurous farce writer; the 
scenery for it—and this alone is an exceptional 
merit and delight—was painted by Mr. Richard 
Marston. The entire company of Mr. Palmer's 
theatre appeared in the drama, and this company 
was sweiled by a bustling number of the towns- 
men of London—represented by persons unknown 
tofame. The performance, taken as a whole, gave 
undoubted pleasure and satisfaction, and it will 
prebably be repeated for an indefinite time. 

If Mr. Sims’s play were wholly a melodrama of an 
antique and feeble type, it might be dismissed 
with a few melancholy reflections. But 
there is something in it deeper than 
the externa) realism of melodrama. It leans 
rightly toward the realistic drama, toward the 
drama of truth and impressive fact, the tragedy of 
our present and complex life. The man has not 
yet appeared who shall write—with courage and 
conviction and profound insight—such a drama; he 
will be a genius, for he will force us to see that life 
Bs it has manifold aspects that bave 
never been uncovered on the stage. Mr. Sims and 
other writers of plays begin to feel this truth, but 
they have not the strength and sincerity of the 
coming man. They have not the power tosay 
and to show all they know. They hang des- 
perately to the worn-out, threadbare devices 
of the stage, and their plea is that 
"there is nothing new under the sun.” 
That was said in Shakespeare's time: it is repeated 
in alltimes: but the new man always says differ- 
ertly, and he is like a bird that makes a 
wilderness: to sing. To write a realistic 
drama, as we conceive this, is to create a 
gtirring and honest work, which, starting from a 
reasonable stand-point of actual life, shall make 
known the dramatic possibilities of life. A melo- 
drama is merely a play in which the widest lati- 
tude is allowed to the play-maker, and in 
which unreal men and women move amid exter- 
pal realities. ‘“‘The World,” for instance, is such 
a melodrama: it tells nothing with the telling, 
lt is improbable to the verge of chaos, it is 
rheap and showy and empty. A real sea scene, 
pm real steamer, and a real hotel lift do 
not make a_e “real drama; it is, strictly, 
the most unreal kind of play. But this 
cannot, fortunately, be ssid of Mr. Sims’s work, 
which starts with a genuine, life-like situation, 
and which partially depicts the harsh misery of 
fate and the severe struggle of existence. On 
the other hand, the melodramatic common- 
places of this new play are amusingly 
transparent, and these are radically its 
faults. The plot, for instance, is unnecessarily 
trite—it is the story of a man accused wrongly 
of a crime which brings him toaprison. An es 
caped convict, with an unfortunate and starving 
wife. he battles with a bitter destiny. He has a 
cousin, who is a villain of the familiar black type. 
After passing through countless privations and 
adventures, he manages to get the upper hand of 
his ubiquitous relative and to wriggie virtuously 
put-of mis-iuck. The villain is punished, and there 
is the usual earthly apotheosis. There is also, it 
may be stated discreetly, a hidden will in the 
play—the dear old will so precious to the slug- 
gish imagination of dramatists. It will be observed 
that this story Jacks the freshness of the recurrent 
dew. It has done valiant service in its time, and 
should, we think, be interred with cheers. It 
was Mr. Sims’s weakness to put off the 
burial—and this is a strong argument against 
him. But he has' had, also, the talent 
to create an interest in his play quite outside of the 
plot. His work has emotions which are vital and 
true; glimpses of life which touch the heart and 
bold the sympathy; value and contrast of char- 
acter, and a large pictorial movement which is 
rertainly conceived with skill and feeling, and 
which becomes—under the hand of the scene- 
painter—a striking and novel reproduction of the 
significance of the streets. If this play had great 
story and motive beneath its abundance of details it 
would have an imporrance which it now lacks. 
Its merits merely make conspicuous its absurdities 
and its possibilities. It is seen and liked, we be- 
lieve, less because it tells much than because it 
puggests much. ‘Tne Lights o’ London” is, how- 
ever, worthy of respect, and will serve for a time. 

The performance was noteworthy, though some- 
what rough and uncertain. Some of the actors 
were admirably fitted to their parts, and will find 
ppportunities in them after serious practice. 
Mr. Stoddart, in the really fine character of Seth 
Preene, madea strong impression, and Mr. Parselle, 
In the humorous and Dickens-like character of the 
showman Jarvis, offered a delightful contrast to 
this. Mr. Thorne and Miss Jewett treated their 
parts competently, and Mr. De Belleville gave re- 
finement and meaning to a monochrome person- 
age. There were many excellent minor features in 
the cast, and the supernumeraries did their work 
conscientiously.

THE FLORENCES AT BOOTH’S. 

Mr. and Mrs. Florence are always sure of a 
Warm welcome in this City, and it was not at all in 
the line of the unexpected that Booth’s Theatre 
was last night crowded with their friends and 
pdmirers—a small fraction, however, of that 
wide circle of people who prefer to go to 
the theatre to be entertained rather than 
preached at. The appearance of Mr. and Mrs. 
Florence, for the first time since their return from 
Europe, was made in ‘*The Mighty Dollar,” and 
was rendered interesting not only by means of 
siaborate and appropriate stage settings—which 
consumed a great deal too much time inthe setting, 
however—but by a generally smooth performance. 
Nr. Florence's Bardwell Slote, exaggerated though 
be may be as a type of the politican, is ex- 
tremely laughable, and the character loses 
pone of its quaint features as he repeats 
his performonces of it, but rather grows quainter 
with age. If the ladies in the audience displayed a 
disposition to whisper a good deal about Mrs. 
Florence’s new dresses, it was, perhaps, not alto- 
gether surprising, for she has brought with her 
from Paris, together with some new French 
phrases for Mrs. Gilflory, three exceedingly elabo- 
yate and elegant costumes for this play, in which 
she appears to great personal advantage. The 
audience was cordial in its reception of these 
favorites, recalled them at the end of each act and 
at the close of the play, and enjoyed boisterously 
the dance at Grabmore and the singing of the Hon. 
B. Slote at the Potomac picnic. Mrs. Florence was 
presented at the close of the first act with a superb 
basket of flowers.

FIPTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

Mr. John McCullough opened the fourth 
week of his engagement at Haverly's Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre last evening with the production of Dr, 
Bird’s tragedy, “‘The Gladiator.” He was greeted 
by a full house, and the audience was very enthu- 
siastic in its demonstrations. Mr. McCullough, 
jndeed, furnished plenty of material upon 
which to feed enthusiasm, and he was 
calied before the curtain four times in 
the course of the evening to acknowledge the 
plaudits of his admirers. The character of Spar- 
tacus is one to which heis peculiarly adapted by 
natgre. His magnificent physique and powerful 
voice, which his art has taught him to control with 
great effect, are, perhaps, better fitted for the 
faithful portrayal of the Thracian slave and leader 
than for that of any other character in his reper: 
tory. As the gentile husband and father, 
yeady to sacrifice anything for the sake 
‘pf bis wife, or as the blood-thirsty leader 
of the gladiators, swearing eternal enmity to Rome 
and her citizens, Mr. McCullough alike carries 
with him the sympathy of his audience. The 
ecene in the arena where he defies all Rome and 
srouses the gladiators to revolt, placing himself at 
their head, is perhaps, artistically, the most effec- 
’ ive in the tragedy, although the power of the actor

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

The audience last night at the Academy of 
Music was not as large as it should have been in 
view of the merits of the performance, but the ex- 
planation may be found in the undoubted facts 
that there were many attractions at other theatres, 
and that “ Lucia” is hardly a novelty. The ad- 
mirers of Donizetti missed an opportunity to hear 
** Lucia” given with rare beauty and expression 
when they absented themselves last night, for the 
representation was generally admirable in every 
part. Mlle. Vachot is a graceful actress, with 
a prepossessing stage presence, and is titted by 
nature to appear in the réle of ‘‘Lacia.” Her sing- 
ing last night was usually very good. In the first 
act she was particularly excellent, and excited an 
anticipation that was not afterward fully realized, 
either in the mad scene or the sextet. In the lat- 
ter Mile. Vachot seemed unequal to the physical 
demands of the réle, and in the mad scene she made 
amends for her previous inability bv some very 
charming singing, the result of her efforts being a 
good average performanee which the most hyper- 
critical cannot find much fault withif it cannot 
be warmly praised. Perhaps the soprano suffered 
from the perfect performance of the tenor and 
baritone. Signor Galussi’s Aston is well known as 
one of his best personatiens, and he sang his music 
last night in his grand style, which carried the au- 
dience with him. Signor Campanini was never in 
better -yoice and never exerted himself with more 
devotion to his duty than in the réle of Ed- 
gardo. It was a complete presentation of 
the character and a perfect rendering of 
the music of the part. In the duet of 
the first act, the sextet’ in the second 
act, and the finale he was impressive and brilliant, 
and sang with the same taste and elegance that 
has given him the title of the first tenor of the 
lyrie stage. It wasso good a performance that it 
may be dismissed with the word that it was com- 
plete, as above expressed. In other respects the 
cpera was well presented. Signor Monti sang 
well, Mme. Sacconi played beautifully and had to 
repeat the harp introduction to the first scene of 
“*Lucia”’ im the first act, and the orchestra and 
chorus, under Signor Arditi’s efficient direction, 
were faultless.

ORRIN ©. THOMAS INDICTED FOR MURDER— 


FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. 

BurraLo, Dec. 5.—The Grand Jury Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, Judge Barker presiding, 
this afternoon reported three indictments. Half an 
hour later Orrin C. Thomas was given a seat and 
began an earnest consultation with his counsel, 
Mr. Moot. This lasted some time and Thomas was 
then arraigned on one of the indictments, which 
charged that on Nov. 7 he administered arsenic to 
an unknown man, with intent to cause death, and 
from which the man died. Being asked how he 
pleaded, Thomas replied by turning toward 
Mr. Moot. That gentleman stepped forward 
with a copy of the Criminal Code in his 
hand and addressed the court. He claimed 
the privilege of withholding the plea until 


some future time and demanded a copy of the in- 
dictment, wita the names of the witnesses before 
the Grand Jury and an asstract of the minutes of 
that body. He further asked that Tinomas be al- 
lowed to give bail. Judge Barker denied the mo- 
tion toadmit to bail, and remanded the prisoner 
until Wednesday morning. He said the demand to 
see the evidence for the prosecution was unusual, 
and he would withhold decision until he had ex- 
amined the question. It is understood that the 
other indictments are against Dr. Colton and 
Charles A. Thomas, Parker being indicted jointly, 
it is said, with Thomas. This fact probably will be 
eg pp when Parker has a hearing before Jus- 
tice Hill, at Niagara Falls, Ontario, Wednesday. 

James H. Kennedy, the lawyer who secured the 
clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Schelle, has stated that he 
bad been counsel for C. A. Thomas. Their rela- 
tions were confidential, and he did not think proper 
to make a statement at the present time. He ad- 
mitted that no will was exectsied. He went out to 
the house where the sick man lay, in a professional 
capacity, to draw the will, but for reasons it was 
unnecessary to specify he did not draw up the will. 
Later he might give reasons which were profes- 
sional ones and sufficient. Dr. Colton holds that 
when he was called to see Burnham he 
had every reason to believe the dysen- 
tery from which he was suffering wouid 
prove fatal. In giving a certificate of death With- 
out viewing the body he simply followed the gen- 
eral custom of physicians.

THE MINNHAPOLIS FIRE. 


FRICTION OF A BELT BELIEVED 10 HAVE 


BEZN THE CAUSE--DISCUSSING THE EX- 
PLOSION. 


St. Pavx, Minn., Dec. 5.—Ths origin of the 
fire in Minneapolis still remains a mystery and will 
never be known with any degree of certainty, but 
the fact that it was first discovered near the main 
belt in the basement of the building first burned, 
inclines the proprietors of the mill, as well as the 
millers employed in the building, to the belief tnat 


it sprung from friction. So far as is known no one 
had been in the basement of the mill for some 
time. The explosion in the Minneapolis Mill 
is attributed to mueh the same causes as 
destroyed the Washburn Mill, conclusively proved 
to be the result of the prevailing flour-dust, and 
possibly gas generated by the overheating of the 
buildings. The conditions were the same in both 
fires. Fire was present in the Washburn Mill for 
some time prior to the explosion, as was conclu- 
sively proved in the insurancesuits. Eye-witnesses 
agree that in this instance fire had made its way 
into the Minneapolis Mill, and had been burn- 
ing some time before the explosion occurred. 
In the experiments made by Profs. Peek 
and Peckham immediately following the ex- 
plosion in the Washburn Mill three years ago, it 
was shown that the proper proportions of alr 
and any combustible material thrown into the air 
would burn sufficiently rapid to cause violent ex- 
plosion and concussion, flour and other milling 
products being among the most combustible of 
these materials. They demonstrated by a series of 
experiments that the sudden jar of a mill, which 
might throw dust of this kind into the air, or the 
creation of drafts which could draw it into the 
atmosphere would bring about the result, and it is 
common belief that the destruction of the mill of 
Crocker, Fisk & Co. suddenly by an explosion was 
from causes identical with those that leveled the 
Washburn Mill. The millers have very generally 
learned and practice thorough cleanliness ingtheir 
milis, and improvements have been made in inter- 
nal construction which prevent the accumulation 
of dust in any quantities. That explosions did not 
occur in ether of the mills may be traced, possibly, 
to the fact that neither the Empire nor the Excel- 
sior was in operation, and that extra precaution 
had been taken to insure the most thorongh im- 
munity from the danger of flour-dust explosions. 
Some of the millers who have given most thought 
to the subject incline to the opinion, however, that 
the conditions which result in the creation of an 
explosive gas in mills separate from flour-dust are 
not clearly understood. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 5.—A large force 
is at work removing from the canal at the milis 
the débris left by the fire. No more bodies have 
been found. It is thought now that only four 
persons were killed. Crocker, Fisk & Co. removed 
their safe this morning, and found the books in- 
tact. Pillsbury & Co,’s office was not burned. 
Their loss of three mills lessens their daily capact- 
ty 2,000 barrels. Two of the four burned wills 
were idle on account of dull markets. Millers say 
that the output of flour will not be affected, be- 
cause there is not enough good milling wheat in 
the State to make one-third of the qnantity of 
fiour manufactured here last year. The wheat de- 
stroyed does not exeeed 20,000 bushels, and the 
quantity of flour is insignificant.

A VERY SUSPIUVIOUS DEATH. 


FOUND DEAD IN THE HOUSE OF A DISREP- 
UTABLE WOMAN AT LONG BRANCH. 
Lone Brancg, N. J., Dec. 5.—John Tabor, 
about 80 years of age, was found dead last night at 
10 o’clock at the residence, in South-street, of Nellie 
F. Morris, otherwise known as ‘English Nell.” 
Tabor’s mother called early in the evening at 
Nellie’s house and asked where John was. The 
woman said he was up stairs, lying in bed. The 
woman’s statement is that he had complained of 
trouble in his bowels during the day, and that she 
had given him some hot drops. After the man was 
found dead Dr. J. O. Green was calledin. He ar- 
rived at 10 P. M., and he states that Tabor had then 
been dead at least 12 0r14hours. Nellie stated to 
the Doctor that he had been dead about two 
hours. Dr. Green states that he found no 
circumstance indicating foul play, except 
that the woman showed signs of a conflict and that 
one of the jaws of the dead man was badly dis- 
colored. Nellie said that Tabor got up during the 
evening, about 5:45, and went down stairs and 
was gone about half an hour; he came back and 
took his hot drops, She did not know what time 
he came to hed as she was asleep when he came. 
That was the last she sawof him alive. She was 
in bed when she found him dead; that was a little 
after 10 o'clock, he had drank nothing at all dur- 
ing the day; there was no liquor in the house. He 
had been on aspree since Wednesday night. She 
had no quarrel between Wednesday night and the 
day of his death. They hada quarrel Thursday 
morning on account of his little boy. Tabor was 
drunk and she did not wantto see him beat the 
little boy, and she went between them. Tabor 
called her names; that was all. The drops she gave 
him she bought from aman in Mrs. Tabor’s own 
house. When he was found dead, she gave notice 
to his father and his mother first. 
Henry Hackman, a witness, and also one of the 
ury, testified that he was the first man up stairs 
in Nellie’s house, and that he told Tabor’s father 
that the man must have been dead some time, as he 
he was cold and stiff. Mrs. Ward testified that on 
Thursday night Tabor and Nellie had a quarrel, 
when Tabor had thrown Nellie out of doors, which 
was the cause of the bad cut she had on her face. 
James B. Flinn testified that the appearance of the 
room indicated that a quarrel had taken place. The 
giass of the windows was broken out, and there 
were spots of blood on Tabor’s sleeve, and the 
floor evidently had been washed. Tabor was the 
son of respectable parents, but had been living 
with this woman since his wife !eft him, abont two 
years ago. He was a carpenter, and in good health, 
ut would go occasionally on a spree. An examina- 
tion of the body will be made. 
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P. T. BARNUM ON LIQUOR LICENSES.

POINTING OUT THE ADVANTAGE OF RESTRICT- 
ING THE NUMBER AND INCREASING THE 


PRICE, 


Hartrorp, Conn., Dec. 5.—P. T. Barnum 


has addressed a letter to the Commission on the 
Revision of the Liquor Laws, approving the sug- 
gestion made by the Hon. William Hamersly, that 
the number of licenses should be limited in eaeh 
town and the price increased. Referring to his 
own town of Bridgeport, with a povulation of 
80,000, he says there are now 200 licensed places 
where liquor is sold, each paying $100, or $20,000 
alltold. If the number could be reduced to 60, or 
one to every 500 inhabitants, and the license fixed 
nominally at $2300 and put up at auction, the rev- 
enue would, in his judgment, be increased largely. 
The reduction of the number of saloons would 
have an excellent effect upon property interests. 
He says he can point out places in Bridgeport 
where asingle liquor zhop injures property in the 
immediate vicinity more than $20,000. 
He adds: “It is quite safe to say that on the 
average each liquor saloon depreciates adjacent 
property $5,000, to say nothing about the injustice 
of thus injuring the property of those who pay 
taxes for the protection of their person and prop- 
erty. Itis evident thatif Bridgeport had put 60 
liquor saloons, instead of 200, the taxable real es- 
tate of the City would be enhanced as r ach as 
$700,000, and more likely $750,000. If the number 
of licenses in Bridgeport was fixed at 30, being one 
liquor saloon for each thousand inhabitants, 
(eneugh in all conscience,) the financial advantages 
to the public would be at least twice as great as 
above indicated, to say nothing of the increased 
peace and pecesy of our city. I have confined 
myself to the meney phase of the subject only, al- 
though it it obvious that this is of comparative in- 
significance when the great moral advantages of 
reducing the number of dvirking places are consid- 
ered. lam perfectly confident that if our Legisla- 
ture will try for a single year the limiting of liquor 
licenses to one for each thousand inhabitants, the 
good results in one twelvemonth will be so palpa- 
le that the ratio of drinking places will never be 
increased in our Commonwealth.”

A PLEA FOR LOUISIANA’S CREDIT. 

Nrew-Or.Eans, Dec. 5.—The extra session 
of the Legislature convened to-day. Gov. Mc- 
Enery, in his Message, after alluding to the deaths 
of President Garfield and Gov. Wiltz, discussed 
matters requiring legislative action, the most im- 
portant objects being to provide an adequate reve- 
nue for the State and make required appropria- 
tions. In conclusion, the Governor says: ‘There 


is no reason for the continued cry of * Poor Louisi- 
ana and her impoverished people,’ We must real- 
ize the fact that she is rich, and force her 
to the front rank of the States. Her us- 
sessment roll for 1880 shows a valuation 
of $177.096,459, and for 1881, $181,660,291. 
This is wrong, and should be corrected. Such 
valuations do us no credit. When the sroperty of 
this State is thoroughly assessed, even at two-thirds 
of its value, it will show a valuation of quite 
$300,000,000. The constitutional limit on taxation 
will then be more than sufficient. The tax rate 
can then be reduced, the State Government sus- 
tained, and our State debt annually decreased. 
Confidence will be restored; our bonds will be on 
the market, at reasonable interest, commanding a 
premium; capital will rapidly find its way here, 
and we will no longer be humiliated at the low 
credit of our State.”

TRUSTEES DEMAND LIGHT 


ne 
CERTAIN BROOKLYN BRIDGE MAT- 
TERS TO BE INVESTIGATED. 
WHO AUTHORIZED THE CHANGE OF PLAKS 
TO PERMIi INCREASED WEIGHT ?— 
CHIEF ENGINEER ROEBLING’S REPORT 
—MORE MONEY REQUIRED. 

Indications were given at yesterday’s meet- 
Ing of the Brooklyn bridge Trustees that the 
hitherto harmonious relations existing between 
the members, or, more exactly speaking, between 
the New-York and Brooklyn members, were about 
to be disturbed. The increased weight to be placed 
apon the bridge, involving increased expense, de- 
lay in completion, and a ebange in the original 
plans, has aroused the suspicions of some of the 
New-York members, and yesterday they succeeded 
in having a day appointed when the whole matter 
can be investigated. The responsibility for these 
modifications could not be determined, although 
both Messrs. Roosevelt and Bush made every in- 
quiry, and at the special meeting to be held next 
Monday an effort will be made to fix this responsi- 
bility, and, if it can be done, to check any ex- 
penditure of funds further than is absolutely neces- 
sary to complete the structure. 

The report of Chief Engineer John A. Roebling 
provoked an animated discussion such us is not 
often heard in the board's rooms. This report was 
in response to resolutions asking for information 
on these points, viz.; An explanation regarding 
the increase of 1,000 tons of weight in the iron and 
steel required under the contract with the Edge- 
moor Iron Company; whether he approved of this 
increase when made and still approves of it; 
whether the increased weight will affect the safety 
of the bridge or its distance above the water; 
whether the bridge, after this increase of weight, 
will be able to carry a Pullman parlor car or an or- 
dinary elevated railroad train; an explanation of 
the change in the specifications for the work by 
which the cost was largely increased, as claimed 
by the Edgemoor Iron Company, tke reasons for 
such change, and the total amount of increase of 
cost. 

Mr. Roebling reporis that the change from iron 
to steel was forced through in such haste (less than 
three weeks) that there was no time to calculate 


every part exactly. No less than 600 drawings had 
to be made for that and the last one has just been 
finished. he weightsiniron were largely taken 
as a basis for calculation, bat they proved falila- 
sious. It was expected that steel would give from 
15 to 20 per cent. more strength than iron, and that 
{tt would weigh from 12to 15 per cent. less, but ac- 
tual experiment proved that the superstructure 
was actually. heavier, because the steel could not 
be rolled as thin asiron. ** This bridge is solarge,”’ 
says Mr. Roebling, *‘and has so many parts, that the 
thickness of a shaving on all the parts would 
amount to several hundred toas. In reality, 500 
tons of the extra steel now called for should have 
been included in the original specifications, if not 
asingie alteration or addition had been made to 
the original plans. Two hundred tons increase are 
due to full roiling and greaterspecific gravity of 
the steel than samples furnished. For instance, 
every floor-beam weighs 450 pounds more than cal- 
culated. Two hundred tons were added when I 
reduced the number of sizes of channels, so as to 
enable the Edgemoor Iron Company to get through 
at all with their limited rolling facilities. The re- 
maining 100 tons were added by reason of neces- 
sary minor additions and changes.”’ 

Mr. Reebling eites the changes in the original 
plans of the superstructure. One of these was the 
reduction in the number of sidewalks from three to 
one, the other required by the Secretary of War, 
giving five feet more head room under the bridge. 

Margins of safety, or, in other words, the ratio of 
the maximum load that may be borne by a struc- 
ture to the ultimate strength of its various parts, 
vary. Mr. Roebling says, allthe way from three to 
eight, according to circumstances. The margin of 
satety in this bridge is, he adds, over four, and he 
considers this figure a safe one. In the anchorage, 
where the engineers had to provide simply against 
the upward puil of the chains, the margin of safety 
is two and one-half times. In the case of the 
cables, however, they had to provide for numer- 
ous contingencies which cannot occur in the 
anchorages. For instance, allowances must be 
made for the deterioration of the wire 
by the elements, for any possible imperfection in 
the manufacture of the cables, for any increase in 
weight or strain over that first contemplated, and 
lastly a certain margin is required so as not to 
Btrain the wire beyond its limit of elasticity. The 
usterioration of the wire by the elements Mr. 
kKoebling considers remote. The cables have been 
suade with such care that the damages of imper- 
fect manufacture have been practically eliminated, 
while the auticipated increase in weight has taken 
place. Mr. Roebling considers the margin of the 
cabies as great as that of the towers. As for the 
anchorages, they have been sufficiently reinforced. 
Concerning the extra weight of 1,200 tons, the 
chief engineer says this is not in itself so terrible. 
Five hundred tons of it come on the main span, or 
125 tons per cable, producing a strain of 200 tons 
pn each cable. As the cable has a strength of 
12,000 tons, this increase is not alarming. Twelve 
hundred tons of the total weight of steel comes 
within 100 feet of the towers. None of this is sup- 

orted by the cables, because the suspenders wiil 

e slacked off. Most of this restson the connect- 
ing walis by reason of the truss acting like a canti- 
lever, anda smali portionis supported by the stays. 
As the margin of safety is four, even if it 
were possible for the 1.200 tons to come all 
on the cable, the margin would still be over 
three and one-half with the thermome- 
ter at zero, when the deflection of the cable is a 
Minimum and the temperature strains in the 
trusses a maximum. The strength of one cable is 
taken at only 12,000 tons, while Col. Paine claims 
that it is really 12,300 tons. This, of course, would 
{increase the margin of safety. 

in one respect, continued Mr, Roebling, an 
error of judgment has been made. It was some- 
what uncertain at first how high the steel could 
be taxed, so it was deemed best not to strain it be- 
youd 15,000 pounds per square inch. It could, he 
now thinks, be taxed 20,000 pounds per square inch, 
which would have saved 10 percent. in the total 
weight of steel. As an offset to this, however, 
there is that much additional amount of steel in 
the superstructure, making it stronger and enabling 
jit to last longer. The bridge can carry a Puliman 
car or an ordinary elevated railroad train. The 
railroad track will bear at the rate of one ton per 
foot run, while the trusses have ample distributing 
power. In 1878, while the working drawings and 
specifications wera being prepared, an agitation 
Was begun to force the use of locomotives 
on the bridge. Mr. Roebling did not, he 
says, approve of them on account of the 
grade, because their use would interfere 
with carriage traffic by frightening horses and on 
account of the bridge not being strong enough to 
varry them. Fearing that in spite of his opposition 
they might be used, Mr. Roebling deepened and 
strengthened the floor beams and put in an inter- 
mediate foor beam. He found that by adding 100 
tons to the main span he could raise the interme- 
diate trusses to the level of the middle ones, and 
mnake a cross connection on top, thereby doubling 
its efficiency and yet leaving head room enough for 
elevated trains. It would have been wellif they 
had stopped right there, but it was discovered that 
« Pullman car had not head room by nearly three 
feet. Mr. Roebling heid out for three months 
ayainst this change, but in vain, and 200 tons were 
again added to the main span, because ail four 
middle trusses had to be raised, while the parts re- 
quired extra bracing. Most of this weight comes 

on the middle pair of cables, which from their po- 
sition have alittle more to bear than the outer 
cables. ‘* We shall now,’ concludes Mr. Roebling, 
**have a bridge so rigid that the ordinary daily 
traffic will have no visible effect upon it.”’ 

After President Murphy had read the report, Mr. 
Rooseveit desired to know who forced the engineer 
against his own judgment to submit to increasing 
this weight 200 tons,and why it wasdone. Mr. 
Stranahan replied that he was a member of a com- 
mittee, with Mr. Charles H. Haswell at its bead, 
who authorized it. He stili believed it was a wise 
step to have taken, and that it was perfectly 
oe a to have made provision for the passage of 

ullman cars. Mr. Bush s@d he had sought 
diligently to lezrn where there was any record as 
to the authorization of this change of plans by the 
board, and had been unable to findany. Could 
the Secretary tell? Secretary Quinlan replied 
that he could not, without going through the 

books. Mr. Roosevelt then said that Mr. Has- 
well had told him that he had never been a 
party to any such authorization, and the 
gentleman seemed to feel indignant that his 
name had been mixed up with the subject. 
“Tf? continued Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘the bridge is 
made to carry Puliman cars, it will carry freight 
cars, and what is to prevent a line of freight cars 
running down through the crowded streeis of 
New-York connecting with the bridge and so be 
run to any part of Long Island? The old Harlem 
Railroad was granted a charter to run its ears 
Gown to the City Hall in New-York, and that 
charter is good te-day. I don’t know whether the 
New-York members of this board are willing to 
submit to traffic being thus diverted from New- 
York to Brooklyn.” 

Mr. Stranahan suggested that the report of Mr. 
Easwell's committee was printed and could doubt- 
less be found. Mr. Agnew here presented a re- 
printed newspaper slip bearing a report on the 
matter and the signature of Thomas Kinsella. 
it was, however, without date. To Cortroller 
Campbell’s quesiion asking whether absolute ar- 
rapzements had been made for the purchase of the 
extra 1,200 tons of steel required by the changed 
plans, Mr. Murphy replied: ‘Il cannot answer 
your question categorically. Mr. McDonald, Mr. 
Btranahan, and myse!f were a committee to pre- 
pare a contract for it. The contract was sent to 
the Edgemoor Jron Company, who signed it and 
gent it backtous. [thas not, however, beeu exe- 
cuted, and can, I suppose, be rescinded if the 
board orders.” ‘ 

Mr. Campbell expressed himself as in opposition 
to the changed plans. Mr. Kingsley denied any 
knowledge ef the matter. As he understood the 
matter now, however, it was absolutely necessary 
to have this 1,200 tons of steel to complete the 
bridge. On Mr. Bush’s motion it was finally decided 

to print this report of the chief engineer. 

Mr. Roosevoit offered a resolution declaring that 
bo Pullman cars shouid be run across the bridge 
without the express anthority of the. Trustees. 
This was iaid over until Monday's meeting after 
eome discussion. Another resolution of Mr. Roose- 
velt caliing for the election of a Treasurer was 
referred, much against his will, te the }ixeentive 
Committee, to report at Monday’s meeting. Mr. 

tOosevelt. desired a ‘Treasurer who was not under 

é Influence of the contrellins powers of the board. 

had got into a rut.and he thought they 














would get out of it with the assistance of such a 
urer, He had no suspicion against anybody; 
he simply desired.a chance. 

“*I desire,” said Controller Campbell, ‘*to ask the 
President a question or two, and will be obliized if 
he will give mea direct answer. Is there, under 
existing laws, enough; money provided to finish the 
bridge according to present plans?” 

Mr. Murphy—I supposed there was enough until 
we learned of the necessity for this 1,200 tons of 
steel. Now, it seems that we shall be compelled to 
call upon the Legislature for $300,000 more. If 
plans for an_ elevated ratlroad at the termini are 
adopted $500,000 will be necessary. 

Controller Campbell—When will the bridge be 
completed ? 

Mr, Murphy—Within the year 1882. 

Mr. Bush—Then, if we don’t secure this extra 
amount from the Legislature work on the bridge 
must be suspended ? 

Mr. Murphy—I don’t feel called upon to give an 
opinion as to that, Sir.

RAILWAY COMPANIES AT LAW.

A SUIT AGAINST C. E. ERTZ BY THE BALTI- 


MORE, CINCINNATI AND WESTERN RAIL- 


ROAD. 

The Baltimore, Cincinnati and Western Rail- 
way Company has secured an order from Judge 
Donohue temporarily enjoining Charles E. Ertz, 
the projector of the Baltimore, Cincinnati and 
Western Central Railway Company, from repre- 
senting that his proposed road is the successor of 
the first-named company, or that it is possessed of 
that company’s rights or franchises. The case 
comes up for argument next Saturday. Almon 
Goodwin, of the firm of Vanderpoel, Green & 


Cuming, is attorney for the Baltimore, Cincinnati 
and Western Road. The complaint alleges that 





the Baltimore, Cincinnati and Western was 
incorporated under the laws of  Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, and Ohio, 


being designed as a continuous railway line from 
Baltimore, through the States numed, to Cincin- 
nati. Charles E. Ertz was one of the original in- 
corporators, but soon after the preliminary organ- 
ization he absented himself from all meetings of 
the incorporators and abandoned all connection 
with the company. In December, 1880, however, 
Mr. Ertz, in conjunction with persons other than 
the incorporators of the Baltimore, Cincinnati and 
Western, and having no interest in that company, 
filed articles of incorporation under the general 
railroad acts of the States of Maryland, West Vir- 
gi:‘a, and Ohio, for the formation of companies in 
thuse States, having the same title as the original 
pr ject, with the difference only that the word 
**Central’’ was to be added. It was set forth 
in the incorporated articles that the compa- 
nies were to construct a railroad over the same 
route as that selected by the original company, 
The complaint sets forth that the secession of Mr. 
Ertz from the original enterprise in nowise af- 
fected that project. The other incorporators re- 
mained loyal to their organization, proceeded to 
push it to completion, and have been, and are now, 
actively engaged in preparations for the construc- 
tion of the proposed railway from Baltimore to 
Cincinnati. xtensive surveys have been made, 
and rights of way procured covering a large por- 
tion of the reute; and recently negotiations have 
been in progress in this City looking to the con- 
struction of the road. These negotiations, it is 
alleged, are interfered with by Mr. Ertz, who, 
it is averred, is representing to the public that 
he is the originator of the scheme for 
a railroad from Baltimore to Cincinnati, 
and the other original incorporators were 
merely persons acting and lending their names in 
his interest. Ertz, it is declared, has stated that 
the original organization was defective, Mence the 
new articles of incorporation and the new name, 
Ertz claiming that the *‘ Central” is identical with 
the original company, with the addition of certain 
necessary ameudments. Mr. Ertz, according to 
the complaint, has issued a pamphlet making these 
claims and setting forth in detail the plans for his 
road. Inthe pamphlet is included a report made 
to the original companv by Major Albert H, Camp- 
bell, a civil engineer, of West Virginia, giving the 
results of a reconnoissance undertaken forthe 
purpose of locating a route. This was the proper- 
ty of the original party. Mr. Ertz appropriates it 
verbatim, ‘“‘except that it purports to have 
been made to the defendant, and with the 
further exception that the name of the _pro- 
jected railroad is given as _ the_ Baltt- 
more, Cincinnati and Western Central Railway 
company.” It is said that Ertz is now engaged in 
inviting the co-operation of capitalists in the con- 
struction of his road, although he has no charter 
frem Virginia, through which State the propcsed 
line must necessarily pass. Virginia has no gen- 
eral railroad act, and a special charter from the 
Legislature is required. The complaint also al- 
leges that ap enabling act will have to be 
passed by the Maryland Legislature authorizing a 
ce nsdlidation of “the said pretended Baltimore, 
Cincinnati and Western Central Railway Company” 
with the companies formed in other States before 
such a consolidation can take place. The closing 
allegation of the complaint is that Ertz, in putting 
forward his scheme, is “not acting in good faith, 
but is really acting for, and on behalf of, the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company, of whose road 
plaintiff will be a competitor and rival, and that it 
is the purpose and intent of the said Ercz to harass 
and embarrass the plaintiff in its negotiations for 
the sale of its bonds,” and to prevent its making 
the necessary contracts and obtaining necessary 
capital. The complaint is supported by a number 
of affidavits. 
A VERDICT FOR MISS ULMAN. 

The breach of promise suit of lda Ulman 
against Henry Meyer was given to the jury by 
Judge Wallace, in the United States Circuit Court, 
shortly after noon yesterday. The court-room 
was crowded with spectators. Juage Wallace, in 
opening his charge, said the jury had listened very 
patiently to the narration of the story of the rise, 
progress, and decline of the tender relations which 
existed for several months between these parties, 
and, while there were in it incidents which might 


naturally appeal to the sense of the ridiculous, 
they now had aserious duty to perform. The en- 
gagement to marry was not disputed. The de- 
fendant, however, denied the breach of that 
agreement which the plaintiff alleged to be with- 
out justification. The plaintiff complained that 
the preach was accompanied by words and 
circumstances which subjected her to peculiar 
indignity and contumely. If the jury found that 
there was no breach, or that,as the defendant 
claimed, this suit was begun prematurely, they 
should render a verdict for the defendant. If they 
found there was an unjustifiable breach, they were 
next to consider the question of damages to be 
awarded. In doing this they might indemnify the 
plaintiff for any expense she had been put toin 
preparing for the marriage, for any injury she had 
sustained in her prospects of being able to contract 
a future marriage, and for any injury sustained to 
ber pride, affections, or feelings. These were diffi- 
cult matters to place a commercial value on, but 
the jury had the right to consider and pass on 
them. If, however, they found that in effecting 
the breach the defendant had wantonly and 
unnecessarily assailed the plaintiff’s churae- 
ter, then the jury might give her punitive 
and exemplary damages, not merely as compensa- 
tion for the injury so inflicted, because for that she 
had a remedy in an action for slander, but on the 
theory that the public good requires that an exam- 
ple should be made in such cases. The jury re- 
tired to consider their verdict at 12:30P.M. An 
hour later they came into court and said through 
their foreman that they had been able to agree on 
all questions except the amount of the verdict. 
The court then sent them back to their room, and 
informed them that they ought to make some fur- 
ther effort to agree. At the usual hour of closing 
court the jury had not agreed and were left in cus- 
tody of an officer. Laterin the evening they re- 
turned a sealed verdict, which it is understood is in 
favor of the plaintiff for over $1,000.

THE RIGHTS OF CITY EMPLOYES. 
Manuel N. Phillips was employed as a clerk 
in the Bureau of the Fire Marshal from June, 1874, 
until the 31st of December, 1875. On the latter date 
he was discharged without being informed as to 
the cause of his removal. On the books of the de- 
partment, bowever, it appeared that the reasons 
for Pbillips’s dismissal was the necessity of reduc- 
ing the expenses to conform with the reduced ap- 
ropriations for the year 1876. Phillips, as he al- 
eged, sought for other employment until April 5, 
1880, but without success. Then he brought an ac- 
tion in the Court of Common Pleas egainst the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonality of the City of 
New-York to recover damages toan amount equal 
to his salary from Jan. 1, 1876, to April 5, 1880. 


After trial his complaint was dismissed 
and the exceptions taken ordered to be 
heard . in the first instance at General 


Term. Yesterday Judge Beach handed down an 
opinion overruling the exceptions and affirming 
the judgment, dismissing the complaint, with eosts. 
It was decided that the departments of the Munici- 
pa! Government were obliged to conform their ex- 
pensesx to the amounts appropriated by the Board 
of Estimate, and if todo that it was needful to 
diminish the clerical force it was not necessary to 
give any hearing to tnose who were thus dis- 
missed. The intent of the legislators in framing 
section 28 of the City Charter was to give the per- 
sons who were dismissed from City departments a 
right to be heard only where their removal was for 
reasons susceptible of explanation and personal to 
the incumbent, such as suggesting ineompetence, 
dereliotion of duty, or misbehavior.

A S8TEAM-BOAT COMPANY EMBARRAS&SED— 
FAILURES IN BOSTON AND ELSEWHERE. 
The embarrassment of the Morrisania 

Steam-boat Company has culminated in Messrs. 

B. G. Arnold, and John J. Crane. Trustees of 

the sixty-feve-thousand-dollar mortgage given by 

the company to secure its bonds, issuing 


a notice ordering the sale, at auction, on 
Dec. 24, of the steam-boats Morrisania and 
Harlem, default having been made by the company 
in the payment of the principal and interest of the 
bonds, and the holders of the bonds having made 
a written request in conformity with the provisions 
of the mortgage, requiring the Trustees to take 
possession and sell the steam-boats. The company 
was incorporated in 1873 witha paid-in capital of 
$130,000, but after a trial of six years the line was 
abandoned, the erection of the elevated railroads 
having killed the business, Since then the boats 
have been running as excursion boats. 

Isaac Farwell, Jr., & Co., manufacturers of sew- 
ing-silk at No. 208 Church-street, and also of Bos- 
ton, presented a statement at a meeting of their 
creditors, held in Boston, showing liabilities, $40.- 
648 50 and nominal assets, $54,910 98, of which 
$10,929 52 are bills receivable: $10,934 75, merchan- 
dise; $1,800 cash: $8,488 21, stock in factory; 
$18,862 50, mining stocks at cost, but now of very 
little value. Nosettlement was effected at the meet- 


ing. 

The New-York creditors of Grain, Rising & Co., 
boot and shoe manufaeturers of Boston, have re- 
ceived notice of the failure of the firm, the liabili- 
ties tbeing reported at upward of $200,000. The 
business was started tn 1862, and Mr. Rising became 
a partner in 1876, his father putting in $30,000 at the 
risk of business. The firm did a large business, and 
at one time operated three factories at Westboro 
and Fayville, Mass., and at Nashua,N. H.,butin April 
all their business was concentrated at Westboro. 
They formerly had a branch at St. Louis, but gave 
it up as unprofitable. In April last they claimed to 
have $97,000 in the business; they were regarded 
in trade as a good house, as they had been inthe 
habit of cashing their bills and giving no notes for 
merchandise. Tife general impression, however, 
was that they had not been making any money for 
the past year ortwo. Mr. Grain bas just returned 
from a six months’ trip to Europe for his health, 
The assets consist of machinery, stock, and out- 
standing accounts, the value of which is not known 
at present. 

Dispatches were received in this City yesterday 
announcing the failure of Little & Moulton, manu- 
facturers of hoots and shoes, at Georgetown, 
Mass. The business has been established over 40 
years. The present firm succeeded Little & Stoyes 
about 12 yearsago. They have been doing a large 
business, had ample capital and excellent financial 
standing. They were large owners of real estate, 
which was taxed for over $60,000. The liabilities 
are reported very large, but no estimates have 
been received, and their failure has caused much 
surprise. 

Baitimore dispatches state that R. H. Manko & 
Co., manufacturers of boots and shoes, have made 
an assignment. The present firm succeeded Manko 
& Stern in June, 1878. The liabilities are estimated 
at $50,000. 

Joseph Campbell, printer, of No. 16 Vandewater- 
street, made an assignment yesterday to Peter F. 
Collier. His liabilities are about $15,000. The 
Standard Machine Company hold a chattel mort- 
gage for $4.800. 


WHAT CONSTITU1ES A GUEST.

A JUDGMENT AGAIXKST A HOTEL-KEEPER FOR 
STOLEN PROPERTY REVERSED. 

Tho question ef what legally constitutes a 
guest ata hotel formed the subject of an opinion 
handed down in the Court of Common Pieas, Gen- 
eral Term, yesterday, by Judge J. F. Daly, with a 
concurring opinion by Judge Van Hoesen. Some 
time ago Charles Gostenhofer called at the Park- 
Avenue Hotel, of which Mr. Henry Clair is lessee 
and manager, for the purpose of seeing his uncle, 
who was a guest at the hotel. The latter was away 
at the time, and Gostenhoefer went into one of the 
dining-rooms and ordered dinner. After eating the 
meal he left the dining-room, and soon afterward 
met his uncle in one of the corridors. The uncle 
had not dined, and insisted upon his nephew going 
with him into another dining-room and eating an- 
other meal. As the two men passed into the dining- 
room Gostenhofer threw his overcoat over the 
back of a ehair, which steod just outside 
the door, and left it there. When he came 
out into the hall again, the coat was gone, He at 
once assumed to hold the hotel managers responsi- 
bie for the missing garment, and being unable to 
recover it, he sued Mr. Henry Clair before a Justice 
of the Sixth Court and obtained a judgment for 
$40. Gostenhofer claimed that the fact of his hav- 
ing dined alone prior to the arrival of his uncle 
made him a guest of the house, and, therefore, en- 
titled him to all the rights and privileges which are 
accorded to reguiar guests. Mr. Clair denied that 
Gostenhofer was a guest, and repudiated any re- 
sponsibility as to his effects. An appeal was taken 
te the Common Pleas, General Term, and the de- 
cision rendered yesterday reverses the judgment, 
with costs. The higher court takes the ground that 
it is not the fact thata person does or does not 
take lodgings or partake of refreshments at an inn 
that makes him a guest. It is the motive with 
which he visits a hotel that must be taken into con- 
sideration. The mere taking of a meal there with- 
out preliminary notice to either the proprietor or 
the clerk no more constituted the plaintiff a guest 
of the hotel than would his sitting in the parlor or 
using the reading-room. Hotel-keepers are not re- 
sponsible for the property of any persons visiting 
their hotels unless they know who they are and 
have accepted them as guests. 
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MARRIAGE OF SIR JOHN LISTER KAYE. 

In the presence of a small company the mar- 
riage of Sir John Lister Kaye, of Denby Grange, 
Wakefield, Yorkshire, England, and Miss Natica 
Yznaga, of this City, was solemnized at Grace 
Church yesterday. The ceremony was performed 
by the Rector, the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter. 
Among those present were Mr. and Mrs. Fernando 
Yzuaga, the brother and sister of the bride, Mr.

THE ESCAPE OF GAS. 

Some weeks ago the Health Department ob- 
tained a verdict against the Metropolitan Gas-light 
Company for an alleged violation of section 77 of 
the Sanitary Code, which provides that ‘‘no per- 
son or company being a manufacturer of gas shall 
throw, deposit, or allow to run into any public 


waters, river, or stream, or into any sewer or inte 
any atreet or any public place, any gas-tar or any 
refuse matter,”’ The action was brought against 
the gas company for neglecting to prevent the 
escape of ordinary illuminating gas into the public 
sewers. Yesterday Judge Van Hoesen, in the 
Court of Common Pleas, General Term, rendered 
an opinion reversing the judgment of the lower 
court, and maintaining that section 77 of the Sani- 
tary Code did not cover the accidental escape of 
illuminating gas.

THE IRVING HALL DEMOCRACY. 

The General Committee of the Irving Hall 
Democracy met last evening in Irving Hall, Charles 
W. Brooke in the chair. Timothy J. Campbell 
offered a resolution providing for the appointment 


of a committee of ten to supervise the election of 
a new General Committee. Peter Mitchell, in 
speaking to the resolution, stated that the 
Democratic Party in the City of New-York 
was in ae_ chaotic condition and divided 
into factions which should be united.

Judge Cochrane was de- 
cidedly opposed to having anything to do with the 
Democratic State Committee, averring that there 
Was not one wise man nor an honest man in the 
body, and Mr. Brooke was opposed to having any 
fellowship with certain corrupt Democrats in the 
State who had refused to recognize Irving Hall at 
the State Cenvention. The resolution offered by 
Mr. Campbell was then put and unanimously 
adopted, and the supplementary resolution of 
Mitchell was lost, 60 persons yoting in the aftirma- 
tive and 70 in the negative.
